to write them up. When this was done, they were examined in their 
very presence, and corrections made where necessary' 


The District Officers, too, imitated mein this respect, both when, 
they were at their head-quarters and when they were on tour. And this 
cpnipliment, so liandsomely paid to me, had the desired effect. It 
eiiabled the Charge-Superintendents especially, who were mainly res- 
ponsible for the conduct of the operations in their Jurisdictions, to 
acquire a thorough mastery over the details of their work. It put 
them in a position to apply in practice the Rules and Circulars tliey 
learned in theory. 


In their turn, the Charge-Superintendents, too, followed their 
betters in their footsteps. They repaired to convenient Centres, and 
explained to as many Supervisors and Enumerators as they could get - 
together not only the Rules and Instructions issued for their guidance, ' 
but also the nature of the task they were called upon to perform.'

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This identical course ^vas adopted in 18J1. My experience of 
tii^se two Experimental Oensu'^os warrants me to recommend the 
adoption of a 'simiLir course at every Census to come. 


Many a Taluqdar suggested to me the advisability of issuing 
an Urdu edition of the Instructions to the Census Officers, besides the 
lelugu, Canarese and Marathi ones. There is much force in what they 
suggcst»^d. But I would improve upon their suggestion, by recommend- 
ing t>**e is-aue, in future, of these Instructions, printed Urdu-Telugu, 
Urdu-Canarese and Urdu-Marathi. And these must be in the hands of 
the Census Officers, say, by the end of Daye corresponding to the 
month of December. 


The Preliminary Enumeration. 

K * ory schoolboy knows that there is a necessity for a Preli- 
minary ICi'umeration. For if the schedules were required to be written 
up on the night of the Census alone, only one enumerator would not be 
able to visit all th^ houses situated in his beat and cope with all the work 
in his Block. The required number of enumerators would, under the 
circumstances, far exceed the number of literate persons available for 
such a work. A. Preliminary Record, therefore, is indispensably 
necessary. In view to obtain this record, the enumerator visits 
each house in his jurisdiction, sometime before the Final Enu- 
meration takes place. During these visits, he enters in the 
schedules j)articiilars for the inhabitants of the locality, takiug care 
not to omit to record entries for those who, though absent at the time, 
are sure to be back by the Census night. But where people are on a 
short visit, and are not likely to prolong it till the Census is over, no 
entries are made for them. 


In the Mofussil, the Preliminary Enumeratioa was commenced 
on the 12th Isfandar ISXO corresponding to the 14th January 1901, and 
completed, in a majority of cases, by the end of that VasU month. Byt 
in the Cities and Towns, it was begun in the first week of February 
and finished by the 20th idem. 
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The subjoined Statement shows the dates of the commencement 
and the completion of the Frolinainary Enumeration, in ihe dilFei’cnt

The oversight exercised on this part of the work was all 
that could be desired. TJie Supervisors tested the work done ; cor- 
rected the mistakes found hi it ; and supplied the omissions detected 
therein. Nor were the Superintendents unmindful of their work cither ; 
for they personally checked a large portion of the work done by their 
subordinates There was a class of men, however, from whom much 
trouble was experienced — 'the recipients of the Houae-hbld and the Private 
Schedules These men would neither ftE up the schedules correctly, 
nor return them in proper lame. This fact must be lK»rne in mind at the 
Census of *911, and prooactions provided against the re^petition bi si^ch 
an undesirable occurrence.

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The Final Enunieraiion. 

Here, as elsewhere in India, the Final Emiineiation ^^a^> con 
ducted on Iho night of Friday, the 1st March 1901. corresponding to 
the 28th Jfaruiardi 1810 Fasti ; though the Census of 1891 tv as a -cn on 
the 26th February answering to Forwordi 1300. U was, no ’ 

thoa»ht desirable to fix the censusing date in 1901, as near as possio c 
Tthat date in 1891 ; but it was found undesirable to hH upon a date 
earlier than the let of March, for reasons detailed in the Oovernment of 
India’s Circular No. 30/32 of December 1899. 

With a view to secure a reasonable expedition in the completi i 

of the work, the District Officers caused a timely Proclamation to be ma. e 

hy a boat of tom tom : the fact was announced that the Oens^ 
bo taken on the night of Friday, the 1st March ; and that the ho«>^ 
holders were required to be in readiness, at the time, to receive, hg.i 
•rt^d, the visLg enumerators, and offer them what help they need- 
ed. This had the desired eSeet; for people came forward with com- 
memlable readiness and profiered aU the help in their i»wer, to lighten 

the labours of the Census Agency.

Fairs and Jatras. 

All possible care ^vas taken to see that no fairs or jatras fell 
upon the day of the Census ; but, all the same, some of these did fail 
upon that day, in some one villige or another. 

In spite of this, everything went oS as well as if no such thing 
had happened.. In the town of Hanumakonda, for instance, situated 
in the Warangal District, an Urus was celebrated, in honour of the memory 
of Saint Abdulla Shah, of pious memory. This brought in there a 
great concourse of men and women. But that notwithstanding, ’oothiiig 
occurred to m ike the Authorities there feel anxious about the success 
of the Final Enumeration The majority of the visiting sojourners 
formed the noblemen of Hyderabad and their followers ; ami the timely 
supply to them of Private schedules ensured an easy and correct counting. 


A Jatra was also held on the identical day in the village of 
Dharmapuri, situated in the Taluq of Jagtial. But that in no way 
interfered with the success of the Census, because of the arrangements 
specially .made, , ' '

The Provisional Totals. 


On the day following the one on which the Final Census was 
taken, aE the Census officials addressed themselves, in accordance with 
thvS instructions previously issued, to thein to the task of getting the 
Totals for their respective jurisdictions ready for despatch to their 
Taluqdars. 

To compass this end, all the Enumerators of a Circle met their 
Supervisors at a place previously appointed, and there, by mutual co- 
operation, prepared Abstracts for their respective Blocks. From 
these Abstracts, the Supervisors compiled Summaries for their Circles ; 
and these, in their turn, enabled the Superintendents to sum up the 
Totals for their' Charges, ; . 

Here also care was takep to provide for ';ade(|uaite 'cjTiec kipj g;.' ; 
T wo Enumerators verified the Abstract of every third ^ 
and similarly, every Supervisor submitted his Sumhiary for checidh^^ 
two other Siipervisors. These Summaries were a.^ih e^aminod ^ 
'Superintendents themselves" '

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CHAPTER II. 

Abstraction. 

IMr. R-islcy, in his Note on Abstraction and Tabulation, says : — 

The books of schedules containing the various particulars re- 
corded by the enumerators for each individual may be described as the 
law material of the census ; and the final tables as the manufactured 
ptoduct. The transformation of the one into the other involves three 

processes abstraction, tabulation, and compilation, — of which the 

first is by far the most difficult and complicated. Abstraction is the 
process which groups individual entries by classes, such as sev, religion, 
occupation and the like, and gives totals of these classes for small 
territorial units, such as blocks or villages. Tabulation brings together 
the abstraction-totals by larger units, such as towns, thanas or tahsils. 
Compilation arranges the tabulation-totals by districts or provinces. 

In that Note, Mr. Risiey describes the old mrthodof abstraction 
by “ ticks,” and iiointsout where its weak points lie. He then compares 
this system of abstraction by strokes with the Bavarian system of ab- 
straction bv slips and the E’rench system of abstraction by sorting 
individual schedules. Then he proposes the adoption in India of the 
Bavarian system of abstraction by slips with three modifications intro- 
duced into it. These consist in— 

(1) using colour to indicate religion, 

(2) making shai>e denote sex and civil condition, 

(3) giving two slips instead of one for each individual enumer- 

ated. 

This system was adopted here with a few more changes made 
in it. Two kinds of slips, A and B, were no doubt used, but they were 
made to differ in colour. The B’s were out out of badami coloured 
paper, whereas the A’s were taken from as many kinds of coloured 
paper, as there were numerically large religions to be distinguished 
from one another. 

The following statement will give the colour, weight, and cost 
of the paper purchased and converted into oblong-shaped slips of the

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Thus so many as 2,000 roams of paper were sent for, which cost 
the Government H S. Rs. 12,491-13-11, if not Rs 16,966-0-8, or even 
Rs. 15,63 i-6-2 It was really unfortunate that such a large quantity 
of paper was indented for, when more than 1,500 reams were not re- 
quked foo our parj)ose. 


At the outset, arrangements tvere made by the Census 
Commissioner to let the Agents, Messrs. Chikoti Veerunnah and 
P. L Rama 75 a, and Company, who secured these papers for the Gov- 
ornmon , cut them into slips. But the loss which that step would 
have lurthej invcl^'ed the Government in, was fortunately averted by 
the Financial Secrotary’ s ordering the transfer of the work of slip- 
cutting to the Government Central Jail Press. Each sheet of paper 
gave us .32 slips, and the total number of slips cut for us came to 
24,222,008. These slips of sorts were kept in wrappored bundles of 250 


The Hinduism and the Mahomedanism are the only two Reli- 
gions, in the Domitiions of His Highness the Nizam, which have any appre- 
ciable following; the former representing 88*60 per cent, and the latter 
10 87 per cent, of the total population of ll,141,l-i2 souls. And in choos- 
ing tho paperj for slips to denote religions, considerations of cost 
were kept in tlie foreground. The brown or hadami-colonved paper, as 
b'^ing the cheapest of the above detailed, was chosen to denote 
the followers of the moot populous of the religions in the Territories-— 
iha Hindus. The green-coloured paper was selected- to indicate the 
votaries of the next largest religion in number here — the Mahomedans. 
r’le pink, the blue and the white-coloured paper was employed to show 
uhe Christians, the Jains and the followers of “ other rehgions,” respec- 
tively. 


The sex and the civil conditions were distinguished by the fol- 
lowing diagrams printed in the middle of the slips themselves, just an 
inch below their top-edge : —

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Both the size of the slips and the diagrams printed thereon, 
fully served the purpose for which they were intended. But it would 
be better still, if, at the next Census, serial numbers, representing the 
several headings in the schedules, are also printed on the slips length- 
wise, only an inch from the left hand edge of them. 

The slip-method of abstraction necessitated the employment of 
pigeon-holes. These were made of deal- wood, each provided with 30 holes, 
8 rows arranged vertically and 5 horizontally. In the beginning 
we had a supply of 400 of these, each measuring (T x 9") x (2' x 10") >s 

j and costing Rs. 2-4-0 ; but later on, we had more of these, smaller 
in measure and cheaper in cost. 

The abstractors were also provided with low desks, costing 
one rupee and less each. These u ere made of deal- wood planks, sup- 
ported on 4 legs made of some other common wood. 

In the second half of the month of Mehr 1309 F., an experi- 
mental Census of a population of 190,673 persons was taken in some ol 
the Taluks of the Districts of Warangal, Rlgandal, Nalgonda, Medak, 
Mahboob Nagar, Indur and Atraf-i-Balda. This brought into the 
Office 201 schedule-books, for experimental abstraction and tabulation 
The Block was adopted as the Unit ; and !Mr. Francis’ method of abstrac- 
tion was closely followed. 

The subjoined statement gives us all that is worth knowing if 
the experimental Census of 201 blocks, supporting a population of 119,693 
souls : —

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The Final Enumeration was made on the night of Friday, the 
1st March 1900, answering to the 20th Farwardi 1300 P. — ^just ten yeirs 
and four days from the date on which the Census of 1891 was taken. 
It was expected, as a result of the strict instructions issued, that all the 
schedule-books would bo in my office by the iCth March = the l-th 
Ardebehesht. But that expectation was not realized. The schedules 
were received from most of the district ,, within the time proscribed iio 
poubt ; but there were other districts or parts thereof, wliich lagged 
behind in the race of the despatch of their books. In this respect the 
Jagirdars, as a class, were the greatest sinners, especially the “ exempt- 
ed ” ones. These would not even send their books to us for abstraction, 
having arranged to do that work either under their own orders or 
their own supervision. Indeed, some of them started the work them- 
selves, even without knowing what they were starting their men on. 
And when they were e\entually compelled to transfer the work to 
us, under the orders of His Highness, their work was found to be 
anything but satisfactory. Some had done work which was too bad, 
so bad that it had to be done de novo. Others had posted one kind 
of slips alone, with the result that the other kind had to be posted 
here The third had but partially checked the posted sli{ s, so fchat the 
checking work had to bo completed too These Jagirdars should, there- 
fore, be ordered to send up their schedules, in future, to the Commis- 
sioner’s Office as soon as the Census is over. For there alone, it must be 
understood, there is any liklihood of any specially trained men being 
found, either to do the work themselves, or see that work correctly done 
by others. 


From a Linguistic point of view, the Country is divided into three 
parts— -the Telugu, the Marathi and the Oanarese. In the Telingana, 
the schedules were written up in Telugu; in the Maratwara the entries 
were made in Marathi ; while in the Canarese the column s were filled 
up in Oannadi. But in the City and the Ohadarghaut Municipalities, 
the schedules were returned in Urdu. Tho Marathi schedules recorded 
entries for 5,284,785 persons; the Telugu for 4,619,935 souls, the Oana- 
rese for 787,876 individuals ; and the Urdu 'for 394,855 males and females 
And all these schedules, when received here, were distributed among 
Messrs. T. Srinivasacharya, Syed AsaduHa and P. Teera Raghavulu 
Naidu, for abstraction, tabulation and compilation, The first mentioned 
was my First Assistant and my Personal Assistant besides. The 
second mentioned was my Second Assistant, and the third, my Third. 
These had under them large Establishments varying in numerical strength 
from to persons. Mr. Srinivasacharya presided over the Oanarese 
and a Part of the Telngn Office ; Mr. AsadnHa was at the head of the 
Marathi and the Urdu Offices ; and Mr, Veera Kaghavulu Naidu bffic(?(red 
the remaining Part of the Telugu Office.

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From the above it will be seen that while Mr. AsaduUa alont 
was in charge of two Offices, which dealt with a population of 5,679,640 
^ouls, Messrs. Srinivasacharya and Veera Raghavulu Naidu had alsc 
between them two Offices, which dealt with a total population of only 
5,407,811 persons. In other words, where one Officer successfully 
managed two Offices, which worked for 5,679,640 persons ; two Officer? 
were appointed to manage between them two Offices, which worked 
loi a population less in number by 271,829 persons. 

This division of the''department into the aforesaid three maiu 
Offices and the appointment of more assistants, head-clerks, superinten- 
dents, store- keepers, clerks, moonshis mahasibs, etc. than wore neces 
sary, told perceptibly upon the economical management of that depart- 
ment. And the bifurcation of the Telugu Office and the adoption here 
of the alternative methods of sorting and tabulation, brought in its wak€ 
a host of complications, which materially interfered with the progress 
of the work.

All these Offices had one Stores in common, where a big stoct 
of slips, &tatio.!ory, pigeon-holes, ei hoc genus o»me were maintained 
The Stores was pul under the supervision and management of a Store- 
keeper, who wus supported by as many assistants as there were kind' 
of paper to give us the slip-j of sorts we had. Aiid judging from tht 
quantity or the kind of work they liad to do, either individually or collec- 
tively, no justifiCdtiou could bo found for the a])pointment of such a 
number. Nor was this all. While the work was still in progress, the 
Store- keeper was brought imder reduction ; and when he left tht 
office for good, ho lef* us all tl\e worse for his stay there. No records 
were forthcoming as to what he had in tho stores and what he should 
have had there, the day he left the office. Nor were any eSective steps 
taken to oblige the man to lender an account of his stewardship. 

llecords. 


Each Office had its own set of record-keepers, overseers anc 
workmen. The record-keepers were in charge of records, such as 
the schMule-books, etc. Tho overseers exacted work from, and super- 
vised the performance of the workmen, As for the workmen themselves 
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some posted entries on the slips supplied to them, others sorted the 
posted slips for collecting the materials required for constructing the 
tables, and the rest checked the slips to see if the entries were correctly 
copied from the schedules. It was these workmen that formed the back- 
bone of the Abstraction Offices. 

The record-keepers had under them a number of assistants to 
help them in their work But some of the latter often failed to show a 
sufficiently familiar acquaintance ^ath the language in which tlie records 
were kept. Btiil the work progressed somehow, and it cannot be 
said that it as not finished. To help a plurality'’ of these men in com- 
pleting their work, a poster, a sorter or a checker had sometimes to 
be relieved of his legitimate work. 

Each record-keeper w’as provided with a chair, a table, a car- 
pet or two, one or two deal-wood boxes, and as many draw-loss, low. 
sloping desks as there were assistants employed; and the record- 
keeper alone was held responsible for their safe custody. 

The assistant record- keepers had not much to do They were 
only asked to serially number the schedule-books by ilistriets, and pre- 
pare a Village Register by Taluks, giving the population of each Block. 
In future, it would be better to instruct the Oharge-Superintendento 
to have all the Blocks of a District numbered consecutively, by requiring 
one Superintendent to begin with the number following the one whicl\ 
another ended with. This will enable the Record-Office to know, at a 
glance, if all the books of a District are dxily received, tt would also be 
equally better to have a column opened out in the Register main- 
tained by the Record-Office, for entering the total population of a 
village or block against its name, when the schedule-books are first re- 
ceived there. These two suggestions, if duly carried out, will not only 
minimise the work in the Record-Office, but will also enable the record- 
keeper to do his work with the aid of a small number of assistants 

The duty of the record- keeper was to receive the schedule- 
books from the delegates of the District! Authorities, and arrange them 
serially by Blocks. The records of the Blocks, belonging to one Charge, 
were kept together, tied up in a bundle and arranged in their serial 
order by Taluks. The schedules appertaining to one taluk were kept 
separate from the schedules of another, the books of all the Taluks of a 
District, being assigned a compartment all to themselves, in the tempo- 
rary wooden shelves put up for the purxjose. With a view to avoid con- 
fusion and prevent the records from intermixing, written labels were 
stuck upon those compartments, showing the number and the name of 
both the District and the Taluk, and also the serial number of the 
Blocks to which the records belonged The Block, the Taluk and the 
District are important territorial Units, and form the bases for tfh0 
work of Abstraction, Sorting and Tabulation, respectively-

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The Record-keei)eis issued to the Nazars the records of their 
1 cspeclive OflBces, counting the same by Blocks and leaving on liegistevs 
kept for the purpose, the proofs of both their issue and return. ^Vhen 
oi:ce the Nazars received the schedules, they were held accountable for 
thoui, until the same were returned to the Record-keepers accompanied 
bv the bundles of posted slips, both A and B. 


The Record-keepers also prepared, by Districts, the Village 
Lists for publication. These Lists show where the Villages mentioned 
therein are situated and whether thej' are Khalsa, Jagir or Malihia. 
They also show the population by sexes. The value of this List, it 
goes without saying, is really great-both to the Administrator and bo the 
Statistician. 


■Stipe vvision. 


Next comes the Supervising Agency. This was composed of 
three classes of men — the Sadar Thauakkisasen, the Nazirn, and the 
Tliaiiakkisazes. 


The Sadar Thanakkisases were men who managed the whole 
Cilice: they conducted the work and supervised the working of the 
men, and were the medium of communication between those men ard 
the Hea<l of their OflSce They prepared the Daily Abstract of the 
Work done by their men, and submitted it daily to the Assistant 
Oommissioner in charge of the Office, for transmission to the Commis- 
sioner. 


The Nazirs ranked next to the Sadar Thanakkisazes. They had 
in their custody the slips of coloured paper, pencils, schedule-books and 
other things, required for the use of their office. They got a stock of 
these from the Record-keepers, distributed the same among their men, 
and rendered an account of them periodically. And so long as they had 
not returned the schedules to the Record- keepers, theyjwere expected 
to know the whereabouts of the schedules and the bundles of the posted 
slips belonging to thorn. Besides, the Nazirs made themselves generally 
useful to the Badar Thanakkisazes, thus rendering the task of the latter 
lighter than it should otherwise have been. 

The Thanakkisazes occupied the last rung in the ladder of the 
ISui>er vising Staff. Their duties were many — their responsibilities were 
great. They were the custodians of slips-posted and unposted, and 
had the charge of schcdule-books-used and unused, which they always 
kept carefully assorted. They received from their Nazirs schedules, 
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slips and pencils, and distributed them among the men ol' their Sections, 
keeping an account of the same. Thej guided, controlled and instruct- 
ed their men, and supervised their work. They held themselves 
responsible to their superiors for the proper supply and the timely 
issue of not ouly the writing materials, but also the schedules and their 
correct posting. They maintained a Record of the daily work of the 
posters working under thorn, and prepared the Work Abstract of their 
Sections for submission to their Sadar Thanakkisazes. In a word, these 
were to their individual Sections, what their betters in positioii were to 
the whole Office. 


Ser^tions. 


The A and the B slips were dealt with in different Sections, in 
order to prevent the possibility of their mixing together. When the 
work of Abstraction was in progress, there were three kinds of Sections 
at work, viz., the A Section, the B Section and the Checking Section, 
Each of these had in it from 10 to 15 men, but the B Sections usually 
contained more men than the A Sections. The most hard-worked men 
in the Abstraction Offices were, first, the Posters, and, next, the 
Checkers. These were not given any fixed monthly salaries, but were 
paid by the piece. Their emoluments were limited to the monthly 
])ayment of an ever- varying amount, calculated at a rate, I'arely fixed 
beforehand. I'hat is, they received their wages monthly, reckoned at 
a given rate, for the total quantity of work turned out by them during 
a month, workings even full hours a day. 


The Posters were obliged to do a fixed quantity of work for 8 
annas por day, but any work done in excess thei*eof was paid for at the 
rate of one anna per 100 slips. Likewise, the Checkers were required 
to pile up to their credit a certain quantity of work for Rs. 20 per men- 
sem. But any practical display of superior intelligence on their part, 
entitled them to a payment of money, calculated at the rate of one anna 
and a half for every 100 errors detected in the work of the Posters, 
and two annas more for every 1.000 slips checked over and above the 

standard fixed. 


Staff. 

The success, the thoroughness and the accuracy of the work, as 
also the expoOitioa with which that work can be completed, entirely 
depends upon the number, ability, hard work and the tactful manage- 
ment of these useful! operatives. And the subjoined statement sbws the

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The superior Staff consisted solely of men, either belonging to an 
some one Department or other of the Government, or possessing tolei ab- 
ly good educational qualifications. And such of those as possessed some 
knowledge of English proved themselves particularly valuable, in the 
efficient tod the practical discharge of the duties entrusted to them. 
The Posters shov^ed themselves at their best, when dealing with the 
schedules, returned from their own districts or their immediate 
surroundings. 

A chair, a table, 6 or 7 deal-wood boxes for securing the 
schedules etc., were given to every Sadar Tbanakkisaz: and Najsar. The 
Stiller visar jgot a car|>et tod two boxes each j while the Posters and 


tiie Olieekers ^v'ere given a pigeon-hole and a sloping desk each Al 
liho Posters, Checkers and Ti anakkisazes squatted do\ n, railoi like, 
upon the lloor, on which a date mat was spread. 

O^ice Building. 

At the outset, the Office of the Commissioner was located in << 
part of the palatial building occupied by tho Office of the Financial Seci e 
i;ary But on the 1st of Amardad IHIO Fasli, answering to the 7tli June 
(jf 1901, it was removed to a rented building in ^aifabad, owned bj’’ Mr. 
Alirza Mehdi Khan. In March 1901, howevei, when the Abstraction 
Offices were about to be organised, the office was shifted, under the 
orders of the Government, into Mohsin-ul-Mulk’s Koti This \ as then, 
and even now is, and will perhaps continue to be, the biggest building 
available for rent in Ohaderghaut. The building had accommodatioi 
enough to provide room for all the three Abstraction Offices. The whole 
of the ground floor, save a poition of it occupied by the Stores, and al 
the roomy coach-houses and the spacious horse-stalls, furnished accommo- 
dation sufficient for the Marathi and the Urdu Offices, and the Commis- 
sioner’s Office besides, with both its English and Urdu sides. The TeJugi 
and the Oanarese Offices were located on the first floor, both tho fron' 
and the rear verandas thereof having been rendered fit for occupation 
by the employment of grass taties foi roofs and walls. 

These are the instructions issued for the guhlance of the Sada. 
Thanakkisazes, Nazirs, Reco”d- keepers, etc: — 

The office hours are from 10 a, m, to 5-30 p. m., with a recess o 
30 minutes (between 1-30 and 2 p. tj.) for refreshments, etc. 

2. A general attendance Register will be kept in each Abstrac 
tion Branch (save for Posters, Checkers and Record-keepers) whcret< 
all the officers should daily affix their signatures marking the hours o 
arrival. The Posting and Checking Supervisors and the Head Record 
keepers will keep separate attendance Registers for their respective sec 
tions. AU attendance Registers should daily be submitted by the Sada 
Thanakisazes of the difierent Abstraction Branches to their respectiv* 
Assistants before 11 a. m. 

3, All work diaries, etc., of the Posters and Checkers for th 
day should be obtained from them before they leave office at 6-30 p. m. 
and the Supervisors in charge of the several sections should compil 
therefrom a work abstract for the day in the form presoribed- 

Oompiled from all these, the Sadar Thanakisaz of the Brand 
should prepare a consolidated work abstract for the day and submit th 
same for the information and orders of the Assistant. 



A copy of this abstract with the Assistant’s orders thereo! 
^ ujuld be forwarded every day to the Commissioner for informatioE 
' alorosaid abstract which should comprise particulars of work don 
Jii oxors' iJeparfcment should be in the appended form. 

1. The Nazirs will be held losponsible for the due supply c 
iiio Enumeration Books to the several Posting and Checking section 
ii]d for thc’r proper circulation among them, inasmuch as to the Nazir 
ai )U8 and or their siguatui’e only, will the books be issued from th 
Rt'cord Department The enumeration books of each Taluk will b 
obtained by the Nazirs from the Record Depaitment each time an( 
issued in the first instance to A sh’p posting section whence, o: 
completion, they should be transferred to the B slip Posting seciioj 
and thence to the Checking Department which will eventually retiir:

5. When the records of any particular village are issued to 
Nazir on application, the Record-keeper wiU, before issue, fill in th 
columns of the Register in the accompanying form which should b 
maintained by him.

7. The Nazirs are also responsible for the supply of slips b 
the difierent posting sections under thein and, lor this i)urpose, for ot 
raining the requisite stock from the Store Department. 

8. On the receipt of an indent from a Nazir for slips, the Stor. 
Dejurtmont will record the number supplied in the proper columns o 
t 1 eglster in the accompanying form which the Store-keeper and hi 
Assi'.taut -hould maintain. A similar register (slightly modified j shouk 
he maintained by the Nazir to show the issue to the several sections, am 
]n II’ is each indent and issue should be separately recorded. At th 
end of each week, the Nazir should satisfy himself that there has no 
been any unnecessary waste of slips by checking tlie quantity supplie( 
with t !)0 number of slips written and the balance on hand. 

And the following are the instructions issued to the Hupervisoii 
tlieir guidance : — 

1. The Supei visor will issue for posting the enumoratiou-booki 
ol csich village 8( rially in the order of fhe block numbers, fje will kee] 
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a register in the following form and fill in columns i to 6 of it while 
issuing each book. 



2. When all the entries in a book have been copied, the poster 
will tie the slips neatly into a bundle which, with the book, should be 
handed over to the Supervisor. Thereupon the Supervisor will fill in 
columns 7 to 10 of the above register and issue a fresh book to the 
poster. When a village is wholly abstracted in the A slip section, the 
Supei visor will, thiough the Nazir, transfer it to the Supervisor of the 
section for posting the B slips, whence they will eventually be trans- 
feried, through the Nazir, to ttie Supervisor of the Ohecking Depart- 
ment. 

8. The Supeinlsor will be continually going round his posters 
comparing posted slips w ith schedules with a view to pi event bad or 
inaccurate work. If bad work is persisted in by any poster in spite of 
repeated warnings, he will bring it to the notice of the Assistant 
through the Nazir for necessary action. 

4. To provide against waste of time, the Sui^ervisor will, through 
the Nazir, indent from the Record-keeper and Store-keeper for books, 
slips, wrappers, pencils, &c., necessary for each day’s work the previous 
afteinoon. He will also keep a slip register in the following form and 
compare its totals weekly with the number of copied slips returned 
and the biiudles of unused slips ou bis hand : —

6. On the 25th of each month the Supervisor will prepare an 
abstract in the following form and hand it over to the Nazir : — 
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Posters will be paid at the rate of 15 H. 8. Rs. per month. Each 
postei is expected to copy 700 slips a day during the first 15 days and 
800 slips a day afterwards. • If the total outturn of work as shown in the 
above abstract falls below this rate, he will be fined one anna per every 
lUj slips in defect. If, on the other hand, it exceeds the minimum, be 
will receive a reward of one anna for every 100 slips In excess. 

7. Supervisors are authorized to fill up, under their initials, 
blanks which occur in schedules according to the following rules 

(a) If the Religion column is blank, the name of the religion 
should be judged from the name and caste of the person, 
and if these are blank, from the reli^on of the rest of that 
household. 

(b) If the sex column is blank, the sex should be judged from 
the name or, if the name column is also blank, from the 
occupation, if possible. If neither of these columns makes 
it clear what the sex is, the person should be assumed to 
be a female. 
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(c) If the civil condition column is blank, but age and sex are 
given, a male under 12 should be assumed to be unmarried 
aud over that age and up to 50 to be married, and over 
that, he should be treated as a widower, but in the case of 
females, the limits should be 10 and 45 years respectively- 

(d) If the age column is blank, the Supervisor will judge by 
the occupatiou and education whether the person is pro- 
bably over or under 15 years of age. He will fix the age 
at 10 years if the person is found to be under 15, and at 
32 if he is found to be over 15 years of age. 

(e) If caste is blank, it should be entered as “not stated” 

unless the name or title of the person indicates, beyond 
all reasonable doubt, the name of the caste to which he 
belongs. 

(f) If the occupation of a woman or that of a child of either 
sex, under 15 years of age is blank, he or she should be 
assumed to be dependent on the occupation of the head of 
the family. If the occupation of a male of 18 years or over 
is blank, it should be assumed to be that habitual to his 
caste ; and if that is uncertain, his occupation should be 
entered as “not stated.” If the actual entry is caste occu- 
pation, these words should not be entered on the slip, but 
the name of the occupatiou which the caste usually follows 
should be entered 

(g) If the birth-place column is blank, it should be assumed to 
be the district in which the person was enumerated. I f 
a birth-place is given which evidently is not a district 
but a village or a taluk, the district should be fixed, if 
possible, with reference to village lists available in the 
office. If this cannot be done the birth-place should again 
be assumed to be the district of enumeration. 

(h) If the mother-tongue column is blank, the languages 
should be judged from the birth-place, name and caste of 
the,individuai. 

(i) If the literate column is blank, the person should be assu- 

med to be illiterate. 

8. The Supervisor will correct obviously incorrect entries such 
as the entry of Vaishnava” or “ Shia ” in the religion column, <?r of a 
child as a schoolmaster or vakil in column 9 instead of csolumn 11 or ih 
all three columns 9, 10, and 11 and so om 
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The&e are the Rules for Slip posting : — 

“ Slip-posters -will work in gangs of 15 under a Supervisor. 
Separate gangs will be employed in posting the A and B slips 

“ Slip-posters must attend to the following rules 

1. Different kinds of Slips . — Posters should first of all acquaint 
themselves with the various kinds of slips which have been presciibed 
for representing the different religions (Hindu, Mussalman, Christian, 
Jain, Ghonds and others), soxf's (m lies and females), and civil conditious 
(uimarried, married and wido ved) respecli v^ely. Religions are dis 
tinguisned by th^ colour of too slips, Badami lepiesenting Hindus, Green 
representing Mussalmans, Rod representing O'nistians, Pale oiue repre- 
senting Jains, and White Other'’ (including Chon Is). Sexes and civil 
conditions are distinguished by symbols printed on the slips : —

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3. Arrangement of slip in pigeon-holes.— It will be noticed that, 
ill the arrangement, the right hand vertical row of holes contains the 
Brown Hindu slips of all sexes and civil conditions, the next vertical row 
contains all the Green Mussaltnan slips, the third vertical row all the 
Bed Christian ones, and the fourth vertical row all the White slips for 
“ other religions.” In districts where Jains and Ghoiids exist, slips of 
the colour prescribed for them may be substituted for the white slips 
used for “other religions.” 

A-gam, the three horizontal rows of holes contain c.11 male shps, 
the inuuariied miles being jn the cop-inosfc lows, the marriol ones in the 
ru\/ next below that, and the widowed males m the tliiid low. Bimi- 
larh the three lower horizontal lows contain ah the female slips, the 
fourth row the unmt rried fc n lie slips, tae lifeh row the married female 
slips, and the bottom row oi all the widowed femde slips. 

4. Vacant pigeon-holes. It will bo seen that the left and last 
vertical row of holes have been left empty. Ihese holes are roquiied 
to hold slips whicli have been wiitteii upon. 

5. Checking of the serial niimher of entries — (Column 2). — 
Taking the enumeration-book which has been given to him for posting, 
the poster should first look through all the numbers enteied in column 2. 
to see if they run in serial order for all persons enumerated in the book, 
including persons enumerated on household or other loose Schedules 
which have been stitched by the enumerators at the end of the book. If 
they do not, the poster should correct the entries in pencil. 

6. Selection of slips ivith reference to religion, sex and civil 
condition . — He should then turn to the first page of the book and read 
the entiles in columns 4, 5 and 6 for the first person enumerated in it, 
and then pick out of the holes in front of him a slip whicli corresponds 
with the religion, the sex, and the civil condition of that person. 

Illustkation. 

Thus, if the first person entered on the page is a Hindu male 
married, he wiE take a slip from the second hulo from the top in the 
right hand vertical row of holes. It the person is a Mussulman female 
unmarried, he will take a slip from the fourth hole from the top in the 
second vertical row of holes, and so on. 

He should next read the entries in columns 4, 5 and 6 for the 
second person enumerated in the book, and similarly pick out from the 
pigeon-holes a slip representing the religion, sex and civil condition of 
that person. He should continue to do this until slips of the right 
colour and shape have been selected for every individual mentioned on 
the first page of the enumeration book.

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7. Arrangement of the slips selected — As the poster selects 
each slip, he should place it in his hand underneath the one selected 
immediately before it, so that, when he has selected all the slips from the 
page, they will be in the same order from top to bottom as that in which 
the persons they represent are entered on the page. 


8. Order in which entries should be made in the slips. — For 
each person the posters must write up two slips— A and B, They 
will contain the following particulars : —

Slip A must be of the colour and shape representing the reli- 
gion, sex and civil condition of the person in question. (When the 
religion is “others” or “ not stated, ” particulars must be noted on 
the top of the sUp just above the distinguishing mark. 


Slips B are all of the same colour, Brown, and need not distin 
guish civil condition, bat only sex. 


I'he entries above mentioned should be written one below the 
orher on the slips. The poster should write in black-leal pencil clearly 
mil leg'bly The checkers have Instructions to note all slips which are 
illegibly written, and the posters will be fined for copying illegibly. 

9. Insl ructions for posting the items. — Tho following special 
luistructions should be noted in regard to the entry of the several parti- 
culars noted in uhe jirevioua paragraphs 

Item 1. Serial number of the person (column 2 of the schedule).- 
This item should never be blank. The number should be written in 
the extreme left-hand top corner of the slip below the serial number of 
the block which should also be entered. All the other entries should 
bo written in the middle of the slip. 

Item 2. Sect (only for Christians), and Eeligiott (for the rest), 
(column 4 of the Schedule).— This is required only for those who are 
neither Hindus, Mussalmans, nor Jains. If the sect to wMch a Chris- 
tian belong is not given in column 4 of the Schedule, the poster should 
enter “not stated*' in the place where the name of the sect would 
ordinarily have been entered. In the case of persons who are not 
Hindus, Mussulmans, Christiana, or Jains, the name of their religion 
should be entered above the distinguishing mark. Every whit© slip 
should ha«'e the name of some religion written upon it. 
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Item 3. Age (column 7 of fche schedule).— The poster should 
be particularly careful that he does not enter here months, when months 
are entered by mistake instead of years, in the schedule In the case of 
infants under one year of age, the entry should be “ O.” For others, 
the actual number of years they have completed should be entered. 
Thus if “ 11 months '* appears in a schedule, the poster should enter “ O ” 
on the slip, while if “ 1 J ” appears he should enter “ 1. ” 

Item 4 Caste (column 8 of the schedule). — The poster should 
be very careful not to alter or curtail the name of the caste It should 
be copied down exactly as it stands in the enumeration-book. 

Items f>, 6 and 7 Oceu pation (columns 9 and 1 0 of the schedule).— 
If there are entries in columns 9, 10 and 11, they should all be entered 
and respectively numbered (1) and (2). If more than one occupation is 
entered either in column 9 or columns 9, 10 or 11 only, the first of them 
should be copied on the slip. Ihese two items will be blank for those 
who have no independent means of subsistence. 

Item 7. Birth-place and Parent-tongue.— All entries in these 
columns in the schedule should be copied exactly as they stand. 

Item 8. Whether literate or illiterate (column 14 of the sche- 
dule).— If the person is “ literate ” enter “ literate.” If “ illiterate ” only 
a line should be drawn thus — 

Item 9. Knowledge of English if any (column 15 of the sche- 
dule). — If the person knows English, enter “ English.”* In the other case, 
merely draw a line thus—. 

10. Incorrect Schedules — The entries in the slips should 
exactly correspoud with the entries in the schedule When a column 
of the schedule is left blank, or contains the entry “ not stated,” or when 
the particulars entered in it are obviously entirely inaccurate or absurd, 
as, for instance, when a child of five years of a^ is entered in column 9 
as a vakil, the poster should bring the matter to the notice of the Super- 
visor who will make the necessary alterations in the schedule in accord- 
ance with instructions given to him, and affix his initials thereto. The 
poster should copy the altered entry as if it had been recorded in the 
schedule originally. He should himself, in no case and on no account^ 
alter any entry in the schedule without the express orders of the Super- 
visor. 

11. Arrangermnt of slips after posting.— Saving written the 
first slip, the poster should place it face upwaixis at the bottom of the 
set of slips which he has selected for that page, and is holding in his 
hand. He should then write the second slip and place it also face 
upwards at the bottom of the set of slips, and so on until he ihas written 
up all the slips selected for that pago. When he has finished the set of 
slips selected for that page, he will find that they are arranged in serial 



order from top to bottom. He should then place them face downwards 
in the bottom hole of the left-hand vertical row of pigeon-holes. He 
should next follow exactly the same procedure as that which has been 
described above with regard to the entries on the fae(‘ond ftage of the 
enumeration-book, and continue in the same manner until all the entries 
in the book are copied on the slips. 


12. Procedure after posting the hook . — When the i*oster has 

finished posting all the entries in the book 
in the slips, he should see that the slips are 
so arranged that No. 1 conics on die top and 
the others come iimler it in regular serial 
order Next he shouhl fill up tlie printed 
form of label supplied to him by the Buper- 
visor, a copy of vriiich Is glsc'c hi the maigm. 
The first four items in thio h<* should copy 
from the descriptive iiariicu la rs of the book, 
printed on the left hand side of the tront 
page of the enumeration -book. Hav'ng filled in the label, he should place 
it on the top of the bundle of slips and put all the slips neatly tt'gothor, 
so tliat their longer sides come eTactl 3 ’^ fcogclher. If tins is not done 
thej’ will get crumpled or tom when tied uj>. Ho -houhl thmi tie up the 
bundle with string tightly, and hand it over, with the enuinorutiou-book 
to which it relates, to the Supervisor, who will pass it ou to th<* Xasir 
for work in the other branches.

Slips A must never be mixed with slips B,” 

Although rule No. 5 of the above Hides provides instructions for 
the checking of the serial number of the entries, yet the importance of the 
checking work was never sxifficiently realized by the men in the office. 
The A slips for a given schedules book were postetl in one ot the A Nec- 
tions, while the B slips for the identical book were written up in one of 
the B Sections. And this circumstance, cou])led with the anxiety on 
the part of the Posters to get through their work ftomehow or other, 
eventuated in the unfortunate return of many an incorrect result. For 
m a number of cases, if the A Section returned a certain total for a 
given Block, the B Section gave out a different total for the selfsame 
Block, according as the doubtful or the incomplete entries in the 
schedules received credit from the one Section and did not tlo so frooc 
the other. It is, therefore, necessary that some special arrangemenl 
should be made for the correct checking of the serial numbers, and the 
effective supply of omissions discerned in the schedules ; and tha 
delegation of a few intelligent clerks to attend to this work under th< 
supervision of the Record-keeper, will prevent the posaibilitybf suel 
txndesirable occurrences in the future. 



Slip supply. 

In the beginning, neither the Nazirs knew how many bundles of 
slips to ask for, nor did the Store-keeper or his Assistants know how- 
many bundles to issue. Indeed, it was Oimmerian darkness that one and 
all groped in. In the result, a big indent was made for slips of all kinds 
and colours, on the one hand ; and a big supply of the same was sent 
out, according to that indent, on the other. And this soon landed us in 
an awkward situation, for the the whole stock of slips for all leligions, 
save that for Hinduism, ran out in an incredibly short time. 

It was really impossible to count, every day, the number of 
slips of difierent sorts issued to, and recei ved from, all the Posters. So 
what was done was to maintain an account of the total number of 
slips supplied to the three Abstraction OfiBces, and compare that number 
with the number of the posted slips, as they were received from the 
Nazirs. And this circumstance brought to light one deplorable fact— 
that largo quantities of difierent kinds of slips were allow’-ed to go to 
w’^aste. A criminal waste of such a preventible kind could well be put 
a stop to, provided a fair idea of the quantity of slips of diverse colours 
lequired by the offices, could be had beforehand. And this could be 
had, only if the Working Begisters No. X and No. I (Population by sex 
and religion by Villages, and Religion by sex and civil condition by 
Taluks) of 1901, be preserved somewhere and consulted at the next Cen- 
sus. But where the schedule-books themselves were either destroyed 
or sold by private auction, as so much waste p&pevy long before the time 
came for it, it is too much now to expect those Registers to find their 
way to the Record-room of the Financial Secretariat. 

Wrappers. 

To distinguish, at a glance, the bundles of the A slips from those 
of the B, it would be better to use wrappers of two different colours ; 
the value of these wrappers would be further enhanced, if the nxunber of 
the Block, the name of the Taluk and the District, and the number of 
slips in the bundle find a pk.ee on it. 

At the last Census, all the wrappers were cut out of one kind 
of paper only, nine items of detail being pencilled on each; and all 
the bundles of posted slips, wrapped up in those wrappers, were passed 
on, from hand to hand and section to section. Thus in the course of 
transmission, they received a severe handling, which generally result- 
ed in the partial or in some cases, totjd effacement of the entr ies made 
on the wrappers. The difficulty then experienced in deciphering those 
entries, and the delays that that difficulty brought in its train, some- 
times ended in the retardation of the progress of work. 

With reference to Item No. 1, in Rule No. 9, of the. Rules for Slip 
posting, it is enough if the number of the block is entered in the left hand 
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corner and the serial number of the person enumerated in the middle 
of the top-end of the slip. 

Difficulties. 

In our endeavours to turn out accurate work, we encountered 
two diflBlculties : one consisted in the issuing and the receiving back 
of the schedule-books, in their serial order ; and the other in the 
finding out of the aoUial number of entries posted. The first difficulty was 
overcome by a strict adherance to the system of decimals, with which 
every school-boy is so very familiar : the books were issued in tens and 
hundreds, which enabled one to know in what set the missing number 
or numbers, if any, invariably were. And the erring book was at once 
searched for and speedily secured. 

A daily record was kept of the aggregate number of slips copied 
by every poster : this gave us the data for reckoning his daily earniiigs. 
A record was also maintained of the number of persons, for whom 
the entries were made: this enabled the pi*eparation of the Abstract 
of Work. A cursory look at these records immediately put us in posses- 
sion of the actual number of entries posted, and placed us also in a posi- 
tion to tide over the second difficulty. There was hov over, one cli- 
cumstance, which sometimes tended to vitiate the accuracy of this 
total, namel} , the return of incorrectly posted slips of a block to the 
checking section for re-posting. Usually these w'ere returned for u - 
posting to the^erring poster who copied them incorrectly, \vhcn all 
went w^ell, in that no fresh credit was given to him for tiiat extia 
work, and that the number of entries remained unaltered. But, som<‘- 
times, especially when the offending poster was absent from the office, 
the work of re-posting was done by another man. And this man got 
credit for those extra entries. But that was not all. He even 
obtained payment for those entries at the rate fixed for the work. Nor 
did the mischief stop even hero . For those re-copied entries went 
to swell, once more, the entries in the Work Abstract, prepared 
from the Work Register posted by the operators themselves. To 
obviate the repetition of the inclusion in the work abstract of such 
re-posted entries, a column should be opened in that abstract, showing 
the number of slips re-posted. 

Block Itegister. 

The Nazir was accounted responsible for the safe custody of 
the schedule-books and their posted slips. This arrangement rendered 
Mm the medium of communication for all transactions concerning those 
records. He, therefore, maintained a Genera] Block-Register in the 
form given below, to enable him to locate, when required, the schedules 
and their slips, for a given Block, 

(1) The name and the number of the District, 

(2) The name and the number of the Taluk, 
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(3) The date of receipt in the Record-i’oom. 

(4) The number of the Block. 

(5) The date of issue to Section A. 

(6) The number of slips posted. 

(7) The date of return from Section A. 

(8) The date of issue to Section B. 

(^9) The date of return from Section B. 

(10) The date of issue to the Checking Section, with the 

bundles of posted slips — ’both A and B. 

(11) The date of return from the Checking Section, with 

the bundles of posted slips— both A and B. 

(12) The date of the return of the schedules-books and the 

corresponding bundles of posted slips, A and B, to 

the Record room. 

(13) The Record-keeper’s acknowledgement of receipt. 

(14) Remarks. [Hero a reference must be made to re- 

posting, if any such work had been done!- 

These are the Rules issued to the Checkers for their guidance : — 

1. “Checkers will be furnished with Enumeration-Books and the 
hurdles of slips A and B relating to them by the Checking Supervisor 
who should apply for the same through the Nazir in charge of the section. 

2, Checkers will work in pairs on the reading system, one 
holding the schedule and the other the A and B slips and reading there- 
Irom. There will be one pair of Checkers to every five posters and each 
pair will be required to check 50 per cent, of the entries in every book 
Each section will consist of 12 pairs under a Checking Supervisor. 

3. Bundles in which mistakes are found should be placed on one 
side by themselves so that the Supervisors can exanaine, from time to 
time, (1) with the help of the Checker’s register the slips which have 
been marked incorrect by the Checkers, and entered in column 5 of the 
register. Checkers should correct any slips found to be wrongly written 
and they must do it in red ink, so that their work may be easily distin- 
guished. A note should be made of these on the covers as well. Not only 
should checkers see to inaccurate copying and the use of correct abbre- 
viations which have not been sanctioned, but they must also correct illegi- 
ble hand-writting (reporting it to the Supervisor). It should be care- 
fully examined whether the right colour and shape of slip has always 
been selected. 

4, If the cheekors find that 50 per cent, of a book which they 
have cheeked (that is 25 per cent, of the total entries in the book) axe 
incorrect* the fact should be brought to the notice of the Supervisor iJidth 
a view to have the whole book re-abstracted.

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o. Checkers should be warned that mistakes will frequently be 
brought to light when sorting begins, and that if such mistakes as ha^e 
escaped their notice are then detected m slips w hich are entered m 
column 4 of their registers, they will be fined heavily. The bundles of 
slips and the enumeration-book will come to the checkers in serial ordei 
and when checkers finish checking for the day, they must arrange both 
books and slips with absolute accuracy in that serial order.

7. When a couple have checked all the slips for a block, they w ill 
fill in the columns of the above Register and'the corresponding columns 
of the outer label and then tie the slips neatly into bundles and hand 
them and the book to which they relate duly wrapt to the Supervisor.” 

Before transferring the schcdules-books and their posted slips, 
A and B, to the Checking Section, e\eiy care was taken to see that they 
w'ere securely tied together. I'his was done to preclude the possibility 
of their mixing up with other records of their like, and covering the 
checkers with confusion and landing the work in delay. 

Checking. 

At the start, the slips were checked cent, per cent. Bnt when 
men gained experience in their work and acquired confluence in their 
power to do that work correctly, they were asked to check only 20 *>/«» 
of the slips for all entries and 80 % more for sex and civil condition ulone. 
The 20 % checking was not limited by us to any definite part of the bundle 
of slips, nor did we let the checkers choose what part they liked. Out of 
every ten pairs of slips contained in a bundle, five were selected for 
checking, every checker being given a pair to check. For example, one 
checker was required to check slips numbered 2, 7 ; 12, 17 ; 22, 27; 82, 
37 ; etc., another checker, 3, 8 ; 18, 18; 23, 25; 88 , 38; etc , and So on and 
so on. And instructions were issued to constantly vary this numerical 
order, lest the men should have recourse to some trouble-saving trick. 



The Supervising Officers, too, contributed their share of laboiu 
towards minimising the quantity of inaccurate work. Now and tiien, 
they took up, liaphazard, a handful of slips from a poster, and made him 
lead out the entries made thereon, eoinpaiing the same with the entries 
lotuined in the schedules-book. And this had, to some extent, the 
desired effect. 

This brings us to the end of, what is called, tue Work of Abstrac- 
tion, as was understood in our Census office here. For by that the office 
meant nothing more than the copying on slips of entries returnd in the 
schedules by one set of men ; the comparing of the entries on the one 
with the entries on the other by another set ; and the transferring back of 
the schedules and the slips relating to them to the Record room. But 
Mr. Risley himself defined that work as consisting of something more 
than this ; because, according to him, that work involved, in addition to the 
above, the grouping together of indivicUials by sex, civil condition, etc. 

So, what was called A bsti action, was only Slip-copying pure 
and simple. But even that was a task as trying as it was tedious. It 
always demanded the lynx-eye of vigilant supervision : its jirogress 
could not be watched too caiefully. For the system of payment by 
results induced many a man to rush work through; and the conse- 
quence of this was that quantity w as achieved but only at the sacrifice 
of quality in several cases 

» 

Payment hy Results. 

This system was responsible for the constant augmentation 
in the rate of work required of the men. And when that augmentation 
was given a retrospective eSect, as was done on a plurality of occasions, 
the result was— well, discreditable to all concerned. There was moreover 
discontentment visible everywhere ; and that found expression one fine 
morning, in 1901, in a strike or two, which disturbed the peace of even the 
then Financial Secretary. Besides, this system rendered the monthly 
Pay-sheet a complicated performance, while its checking necessitated 
no small amount of time and trouble. And this was all due to the 
avoidable calculations, at which all the supervising Staff was started 
month after month. These calculations were too much for that Staff to 
engage themselves in, besides doing their own work ; and* the outcome 
of this was that all of them, the only best talent available there, 
were forced to give their best attention to this unremunerative work. 
And it goes without saying that that was only possible, when their le^ti- 
mate work was allowed to take care of itself. One more evil flowed 
from this. Payments to the men constmtly became overdue by weeks 
—which, at one time, much discredited the office in their eyes, A»d op» 
ugly fact, at least, has not yet ceased to stare us in the fabe, that we have 
yet to pay 25 “/» df the earnings of men, for the wqrk; of abstraction tlehe 
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lu the month of July 1901. The reason assigned for withholding that 
money was plausible enough : it was kept back to compensate for incorrect 
entries detected at the time of sorting. But the work of sorting came 
and went ; and yet no one knows whether]any wrong entries were detected 
and the authors of those entries traced out What is certain, how- 
ever, is this: that, even on the Ist day of AhanlSM Fasli, when the 
Financial Secretary’s Docket No. 3,525 of 17th Ahan, sang “the Death 
IM arch in Saul’’ over the remains of the Census Office as a separate 
Institution, that Office continued to be in the debt of those slip-posters. 

Doubtful Figuies. 

For the strength of our Supervising Staff, we might ha^e had 
double the number of Posters and Checkers we had at work. And had vre 
known how to proceed on the hnes of least resistance, we might not onlv 
have done our work cheaply and expeditiously, but also have avoided 
the great humiliation of having yet to account to the Census Commis- 
sionei for India, for the loss of a population of about one lakh of persons 
in the District of Elgandal For, Elgandal District, it must bo lemem- 
bered, was neither Plague affected nor Famine stricken ; and all its 
surrounding Districts were equally free from the depradation of these 
unrelenting enemies of innocent Humanity. 

City Tables. 

Willing co-operation, generous sympathy, honest dealings, truth- 
ful habits, faithful conduct, and reasonable foresight — these bring ili * 
largest measure of success for the smallest expenditure of time and 
money. Where either one or more of these are wanting, there the 
wonder is not that the “'City Table ” for the City of Warangal was not 
forthcoming for submission to the Imperial Census Commissioner, at 
Calcutta, but that the other Tables were ready at all, though late in the 
day, for despatch to their destination. 

Cards for Schedules. 

The experience of the last Census suggests the substitution, ai 
the future Censuses, of slips or fcards for the schedules themselves. 
The thick paper required for the slips and their transit to the different 
parts of the Dominions, will, no doubt, necessitate, at the start, a 
greater Budget Allotment than hithertofore. But the expenditure 
will dw indie down to smaller proportions, at each advancing stage of 
the work, and more than justify the replacement of the schedules by 
slips, on grounds of economy of time, money and labour. 
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CHAPTER HI. 

Sorting. 

The manipulation ot slips for the manufacture of clifterent 
'rabies was a new experience to us, the system of abstraction by slijjs, 
ha\mg, for tlie first time, come to our notice, in connection with the 
operations of 1901. The principle that underlay that system was, in 
theory at all events, simple enough ; but when that theory was sought 
to be put into practice, a host of difficulties presented tliemselves. 

In dealing with the Returns of our experimental Census, w^e 
adopted, in toto, the system of sorting, as originally proposed by 
Mr Francis of Madras. But long before the Final Enumeration was 
made, Mr. Francis changed his mind, in the light, evidently, of experience 
gamed by him subsequent to the issue of his Rules on Sorting, and altered 
his system to suit the needs of his Presidency. Among other things, he 
gave up, what he called, the “ Intermediate Sheets,” and substituted for 
them, what were called, the “ Working Registers.” He based this subs- 
titution upon the unwisdom of continuing the use of the Intermediate 
sheets, after the adoption of the Taluk, in lieu of the Village, as ttie 
unit of sorting. But we too, not to be behindhand, copied the revised 
system, leaving out entirely the safeguards it provided against inaccuracy. 
A nd the result was— well, tell it not in Goth and publish it not in the streets 
of Ascalon. 

The Commissioner’s Office w^as for the adoption of the Block as 
t le unit of sorting and tabulation. It, therefore, issued the subjoined 
>.016 for the information and guidance of the Heads of the Absti*action 
Offices : — 


“ The Government having, in their letter No, 242 dated the I6th 
Instant, (May 1901) declined to sanction the use of the “ Intermediate 
Sheets ” for purposes of tabulation, it has now Income necessary to con- 
sider how sorting and tabulation should be conducted. The work of 
Abstraction will shortly come to a close and no time can be lost in decid- 
ing how the tabulation should be taken in hand. It is of paramount 
importance that the work should ibe done with the utmost possible 
accuracy consistent with cheapness and economy and the best sugges- 
tion I can make, as the result of a careful study of the subject, is as 
follows : — 

2. The Census Commissioner for India has prescribed 19 
Imperial Tables, of which three, vts, IX, XII-A and XVI, are optional, 
the remaining 16 being compulsory. 

B, With a view to enable the preparation of these Tables and 
particularly I, III, IV, and V, the population of the several Village® in

7, Of the aforesaid 8 Working Registers, five, viz., I, II, V, VI 
and VIII which deal with Age, Sex and Civil Condition and Education 
oy Religion, Infirmities, Castes bj' Civil Condition and Christian popula- 
tion by Sect and Race should be prepared and compiled by sorting the 
A Slips while the remaining three which relate to Parent-tongue, Birth- 
place and Occupation should be prepared from the B Slips. 

8. It now remains for us to consider what is the easiest 
method of sorting the Slips. It is obvious that facility and simplicity 
lie in the amount of the minimum disturbance which each successive 
sorting effects in the arrangement of the sorting that precedes it. To 
my mind the following method appears to be the simplest : — 

(a) Start with Working Register I by sorting the A Slips by 
color and shape which will group them for Religion, Sex and Civil Con- 
dition ; next break them up into the age periods indicated in the heading 
of the Register and post results in the proper columns. These afford 
data fot Imperial Table. (Tables I-VI can also be compiled as showr 
above, with the help of this Working Register). Now we have the 
entire population distributed under the diSerent Religions, classified 
according to Sex and Civil Condition, and grouped under certain given 
age periods. 

(b) Under the same age periods Ave Avant (for Working Re^stei 
V) the “ Infirmities ” classified according to sex only and not by Reli 
gion or Civil Condition. So pick out from each group the several In 
firmities under the different age periods and post them in the sheet 
set apart for each class of Infirmity. » 
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Of course before finally posting in the Working Registers, the 
figures under the different Religions and Civil Conditions should be 
totalled. After this is done, the Slips should be put back under the 
proper Religions and Civil Conditions, thus resuming the order of the 
Working Register I 

(c) Next proceed to Working Register VI which deals with 
Castes under Sex, Civil Condition, and certain age periods, different 
from and less than those in which the Slips have already been arranged 
(the only difference being that some age periods have been clubbed 
together and made into one). Although soi'ting by Religion is not 
needed so far as this Table is concerned , yet the classification by Reli- 
gion, already effected (and particularly Hindus and Mahomedans), will 
materially facilitate sorting by castes. 

(d) Similar remarks, mntatis mutandis, apply to the Christian 
Slips already classified by Religion, which should simultaneously be 
taken in hand for sorting with a view to prepare Working Register YlII 
relating to the Christian population. Of course in this case, the age 
periods will have to be slighty re-sorted independent of Civil Condition. 

(e) Working Registers I, V, VI and VIII having thus beejj 
compiled. Working Register II, the only remaining one that can be 
prepared from the A Slips, should next be taken in hand. It deals 
with “ Education by Religion ” and consequently the classification by 
Religion already effected will facilitate its compilation. First, group the 
Slips together independent of Civil Condition and then re-distribute ac- 
cording to the age periods specified on the sheet, (and this after all is 
not much, what is required being only to break up the 15-30 age period 
in the former table into “ 16-19 ” and “ 20 and over ”) The “ Literate ” 
and “Illiterate”’ should then be sorted, the former being again sorted 
and classified according to literacy in different Languages. The above 
is, in my opinion, the simplest method of sorting the A Slips which 
should be entrusted to two men. The initial sorting for the first Work- 
ing Register being elaborate and tedious, should be Jointly undertaken 
by them, they dividing the work between them. The different Infirmity 
Registers (W. R. V) will similarly be done by them. While Working 
Registers VI and VIII will be attended to by them separately, each one 
taking different Registers, Working Re^ster II will also be prepared 
by two men, one sorting and dealing with the “ Illiterate ” and the other 
dealing with the “Literacy ” in different Languages. 

10, There remains the sorting of B Slips which should be 
sorted for Working Registers III, IV and VII, Though independent 
sorting is needed for each table, yet it will be convenient if Workihg 
Register IV is first taken in hand. Birthplaces arranged In different 
groups— snob as Districts id Provinces in India : Countries in A^, Ote* 
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After this, these slips can be easily arranged by Languages for Working 
Register III. For Occupation the B Slips should be carefuUy arranged 
(Working Register VII) and a separate gang of men should be employed 
on this as the work is tedious. In sorting each Occupation, they should 
be grouped under four heads : — 

By itself. (Sexes distinguished). 

Partial Agriculturists (Sexes distinguished). 

Other subsidiary occupation. (Sexes distinguished). 

Dependents. (Sexes not distinguished). 

Orders regarding the grouping of orders and sub-orders of 
occupations should be passed simultaneously on a list prepared alpha- 
‘jetieally. 

As in regard to the A Slips, two men sliould be employed. 
Sorting the B Slips, also, the Birth-place and Language Registers 
ueing prepared individually and severally and the Occupation Table 
l)eing undertaken by both jointly.” 

In the meantime, hewever, tiie Government having thouglit 
tliflerently, and de^^ided upon the preparation of the census statistics by 
Taluks, a memorandum on sorting and tabulation saw the light of day. 
Therein the Commissioner instituted a comparison between the system 
IS proposed to be adopted by him which was at varience with that 
adopted by the remaining body of Census Superintendents, and the 
revised system proposaa to be brought into use by Mr. Francis. That 
memorandum is printed hereunder : — 

“In his letter Ko. 019 dated the lidU June 1901, the Financial 
Secretary to Government has decided that “it will be sufiS.cient to 
record the Census Statistics by Taluks.” So far as the recording and 
subsequent publication of the Statistics are concerned, it is all right. 
But the important question that now remains for consideration is whe- 
ther the process by which the final results are arrived at, to wit the 
“Sorting of Slips” should also be conducted by Taluks or whether areas 
smaUor than Taluks should bo taken as Units for Sorting. 

2. In para lU of his “Note on Abstraction and Tabulation” 
dated the lObh June 1900, the Census Oommi.ssioner for India suggests 
that after Imperial Tables I and VX are prepared, “the Slips might be 
worked for larger Units, such as Thanas or Thahsils if those were 
found unmanageably large, for charges,” This suggestion or rather 
dictum, is followed in Bombay and Madras where Taluks are taken as 
the units tor Sorting. It may be asked why the same system should 
not be followed here and why Sorting cannot be done by Taluks. 

8. I do not for a moment contend that it is not possible to do 
the Sorting of slips by Taluks; but all that I urge is that the system 
that I propose, namely, the Sorting of Slips by Villages, hemt*- 
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corveiiient and less complicated, is better claculated to facilitate the 
work and ensure greater accuracy than the Madras system. I may add 
that I notice only the Madras system inasmuch as I have, with such 
modifications and alterations which suggested themselves to me, adopted 
for use in this Province, the working Registers devised by Mr. Francis. 
Suffice it to say here that my first “Note on Sorting and Tabulation” 
will disclose the changes I have made in those Working Registers with 
the result that their number has been reduced from 18 to 9. 

4. Let us now for a moment examine side by side the two 
systems, and in doing so I shall touch only on the salient features of the 
two systems : — 

My proposed system. The Madras systehi. 


(a) As we have two Slips, the 
number of Slips to be Sorted is 
double of what it is in Madras. For 
instance, if it is a lakh in ^ladras, 
we have two lakhs here. 

(b) According to m.v proposals, 
Sorting and Tabulation will go 
hand in hand, the Sorter himself 
being the Tabulator and the results 
being at once transferred to and 
'I’anscribed on working Register. 

I c thus becomes necessary to enter- 
tain only one Establishment, 
instead of two under the Madi'as 
system. 

(c) As pointed out in the preced- 
ing Section, the results of Sorting 
are at once transcribed on the 
Working Registers direct without 
the use of any intermediate chits. 
If chits suggested by Mr. Francis 
are to be introduced, nearly 1,600 
slips win be required for each Taluk 
and for these, about half a ream 
of paper is required. Taking the 
average number of Taluks in the 
whole Province as 150 (including 
Jaghir “lllakas”), nearly 75 reams 
of paper will be required to pre- 
pare the required number of slips 
only. 


(n) Im premia, it should be re- 
membered that there is only one 
Slip in ISIadras wlule we have two. 


(b) Sorting and Tabulation are 
dealt with as two independent 
processes and done by two inde- 
pendent Establishments, not even 
simultaneously, bu% the latter after 
the formei*. (Vide Mr. Francis’ 
Notes on them.) 


(c) The Working Registers are 
used only by Tabulators for pur- 
poses of Tabulation whilst the 
sorters use what are called the 
** Chits ” which are nothing more 
than copies of Working Registers 
on a small scale split up by Religions 
and Sexes. The several chits on 
which the Clerks have transcribed 
the results of their piecemeal Sort- 
ing for each Working Register are 
totalled and the results entered on 
the Working Registers by Tabula- 
tors.

(d) I have already stated that 
the results of Sorting are at once 
posted on the Working Registers 
and that both Sorting and Tabula- 
tion progress pari passu. Under 
such circumstances, there is a total 
absence of any chance for mislaying 
or loss of chits, etc. 


(e) Check Slips are no doubt a 
convenience, but as they contain 
nothing more than the totals of 
each Working Register, I am at a 
loss to understand "why these totals 
should be transferred to or trans- 
cribed on to any other statement 
The Supervisors can conveniently 
check and compare the totals of the 
several Working Registers accord- 
ing to the Scheme proposed by me. 
Brrors are not likely to creep in as 
the number of Slips dealt with at 
each Sorting is small. Even if 
errors are detected, they can be 
traced with little or no diflSculty. 

(f) It is in consonance with this 
principle that I propose to keep 
two distinct gangs for Sorting A 
and B Slips. 

{g) So far my proposals agree 
with Mr. Francis* system. It is 
after this, that my system differs 
from that proposed for Madras.

(d) The results of Sorting are 
posted on the chits which are not 
at once taken up by the Tabulator 
for purposes of Tabulation, but 
which are simply tied up and kept 
under lock and key until such time 
as Tabulation is commenced. The 
chances of mislaying or losing them 
have not escaped the attention ot 
Mr. Francis who lays great stress 
on the poini. (Vide para 37 of his 
Note on Sorting and para 8 of 
Note on Tabulation). 

(e) All that is done immediately 
after Sorting by Clerks is to post 
the totals (Male & Female) by 
Religion, of the results of Sorting 
for a few Working Registers on 
whafc are designated as “ Check 
Slips ” and this is done with a view 
to check aiifl test whethei the 
Sorting has been correctly done, 
for each Working Register and at 
each Sorting. It is admitted that 
chances for the commission of errors 
exist and that when_lhey are made, 
it is hopeless to detect them except 
by resorting the Slips for the whole 
Taluk, (Vide paras 34 and 83 of 
Mr. Francis’ Note on Sorting). 

(f) As far as possible, the Sec- 
tion which posted the Slips for any 
unib should also Sort the same. 

(p) For purposes of Sorting for 
Working Re^sters I and V, the 
Slips are issued and Sorted block- 
war, all the blocks of one Village 
beingissued to one Clerk who, after 
Sorting, should bundle up the Mai© 
and Female Slips separately (also 
by blocks).

(h) It is here that my Scheme 
iiaterially differs from that of Air. 
Francis and particulary in the prin- 
ciple rag ir ling the unit for dUtrib i- 
tion. Air. Francis proposes to Sort 
for each Working Register at a 
time all the Slips of the Taluk (be 
it noted that he has only one Slip) 
by distribiiting them proportion- 
ately (of each Sex) among all the 
20 men comprising one of his sec- 
tions. This is obviously a piece- 
meal sorting without anv defined 
unit, proportion being judged ac- 
cording to circumstances and in 
many cases with the inevitable and 
admitted result that some men will 
have to sit idle without v^ ork until 
all have completed their share of 
Sorting as the next Working Re- 
gister cannot be taken up till then 
It is with a view to obviate all such 
tlifficulties that I have proposed to 
Swt A&B Slips >of each Village 
separately (of course in the same 
Section so as to facilitate issue, 
transfer and return of the bundles! 
and in doing so to assign to each 
man or each gang of men, as the 
density of the population warrants, 
such of the Working Registers as 
can be prepared by one Sorting of 
either of the Slii>s, or by slight 
manipulations thereof- Under this 
arrangement, every manor every 
gang of men can work independen- 
tly of the rest and there will be no 
room for any delay or idleness It 
is this disintegration that enables 
each Sorter to post the results of 
his sorting directly on the Working 
Registers without having recourse 
to any ehtts. 


(h) Aftei this, the Slips are 
Sorted not by blocks or Village's 
but the entire Slips of a Taluk are 
issued to a Section consisting of 20 
men for Sorting for all the Working 
Registers one after another. The 
same men will be told off to Sort the 
Slips of both Sexes (one at a time) of 
the same Religion for all Registers 
The Alale Slips are issued first and 
in issuing them it become^ essential 
that they should be proportiin- 
ately issued so that uhe sorting 
of the slips of each Religion is 
concluded simultdiieouoly. Female 
slips are next dealt with and the 
same arrangement is observed in 
issuing and sorbing them (Vide 
paras 21,22 & 27) Before the issue 
of the slips. Final Tables I & V 
have to be prepared with a view to 
ascertain the total^ population of the 
Tdluk according to Religion and 
Sex, so as to effect an even distii 
biition of Slips and tor this, the 
Checkers are told off to rapidly add 
up the totals of each Religion as 
they stand in the Sheets and to 
give the Suporvisoi a Note show- 
ing tho result. This is such a con- 
fused and complicated arrangement 
that it will often happen, but for a 
very oven and exact distribution of 
work among the men, that some 
men will have to wait for others 
before they can go on to the other 
Register. Of course one or two 
may be working but the next Re- 
gister cannot Iw proceeded with 
untn aU the men have completed 
the Sorting for the Register in 
hand. '

It is admitted on all hands that 
Taluks are unmanageably large 
units for Sorting the Slips and that 
it is therefore that Mr, Francis lias 
proposed the distribution of Slips 
for each Taluk (by Sexes) among 
all the 20 men, comprising a Section 
and that in proportion to the 
density of population under each 
Religion. 

o. Haviiig thus summarily discussed the disadvantages in the 
Modm Operandi of Mr. Francis’ system and the corresponding advant- 
ages of the system proposed by me it is now important to consider 
whether sorting by Taluks as proposed by Mr. Francis, if adopteil, is 
likely to result in any financial savings, despite the disadvantages and 
complications enumerated above: — 
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(1) There is no doubt that “ sorting by Taluks ” and the conse- 
quent Tabulation, by Taluks — that is posting the results on the Working 
Registers, Talukwar only, instead of Villagewar — will effect a reduction 
ill the total number of copies of the Working Registers. For Talukwai 
posting of the results of sorting, only 10 reams of paper will be required 
to print the required number of copies of the Working Register while 
for Villagewar soiting and posting, nearly 60 reams of paper will be 
needed. Thus a saving of about 50 reams will be effected in the print- 
ing of the Working Registers, while as pointed out supra (paia 4, (t) 
t'l ^ necessity for the introduction and use of Slips and Chits will entail 
an exiienditure of at least 75 reams of paper. Where and how can «,ny 
saving in paper be ejected? On tlio other hand, an additional expendj 
til re of about 65 re ims of paper will bo incurred to say nothing of large 
quantities of paper wliich wid be consumed in tlie process cf Tabulation 
lor totalling the liguros on chits, etc., (Vide para of Tabulation rules) 

(2) Besides the ab^ve, a large number of baskets and many 
more boxes with locks and Icej-'s have to be purchased for keeping safely 
the chits, etc., embodying the results of Sorting. {Vide para 4, (j) supra). 

(3) The appointment of over 100 Checkers — J /3 of the number 
Sorters which has been fixed for the present at 850 — ^v’ill be an addi- 
tional expenditure to the tune of over Rs 2.000 per mensem, which is 
not necessary according to my system. (Vide para 4 (i) supra). 

♦ 

4. The employment of a separate establishment for Tabula- 
tion at the rate of at least one man for each Taluk, will cost at least 
(150x20) Rs. 3,000 for a month. This will be an additional and extra 
item of exjienditure which can be saved by the adoption of my iiroposal. 

6. Nor will there be any saving in the time required for the^ 
completion of the work even assuming that the same Establishment as I 
propose to employ, for my scheme, and that the same rates of work as T 
proijose to fix, are enforced. Should the ifadras system be followed, the 
entire work of Sorting and Talulation is not likely to be completed with- 
in the time, within which it would otherwise be completed under my 
scheme. The reason is obvious, namely, that the time that is taken in 
posting the results of sorting directly on the Working Registers, accord- 
ing to my scheme, will be taken up under the Madras system in posting 
the piecemeal slips and chits which will subsequently be totalled and 
transferred to the Working Register. Besides, a good deal of time is 
wasted in tying and untying the bundles— a process which, under the 
Madras system, has to be repeated as many times as these number of 
Working Registers. In some cases, slips have to bo made into bundles of 
convenient sizes while in others they have to be made into bundles of 
100 each.

7. Briefly stated, the extra expenditure, which the adoption 
jf the Madras system is likely to entail, to say nothing of further time 
and useless complications and confusions, will be nearly Bs. 9,800 as

8. For the foregoing reasons, I ^oave it for the Secretary to 
decide wLotuei mj'’ system of soitmg by Villages or Mr. Francis’ 
system of sorting by Taluks should be followed here. I may add that 
iiiy system was experimented and found workable, if not successful.” 


Now the work of Abstraction neareu completion, and the time foi 
■Jolting \ oil nigh approached. At this stage, Mr. Asadulla was set to 
get done some work of cxpoi iinental sorting. The eight men, that 
were started on this work, )ahoied lor fr]da 5 S at the schedules) etui ned 
for a populatiorr of 11,118 souls. These persons wire drawn from Tri 
Blocks of 91 Villages ; and the Block was adopted as the unit oi sorting. 
Those men propaied only those Registers — eleven in number — that could 
not but depend for their construction upon the results of sorting, lea\iiig 
tile other registeis to be propaied ironi those. 


The experiment showed that the block was too small an area io 
ne adopted as the unit. It also showed that the vElage too was equally 
small for adoirtion as the unit. In the light of this experience, Mr. 
Asadullagave it as his conviction, that a collection of blocks, supporting a 
population of some 2,000 persons, was not too large to fix as the unit of 
sorting and tabulation. 

A similar experiment was performed in the Telugu Off ce, (Fee. 
I) ; but there it was the Taluk, and not the Block, that was taken as 
the unit of sorting. And when the schedules for the population of 
a taluk were completely dealt with, the fact came to light, that, among 
other things, the lithographed Working Registers supplied for use 
■were of a size needlessly large, that they might very profitably be 
replaced by Working Register slips ; and that sorting by taluk 
immensely simplified the work of Tabulation, 
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UiiJcr the block system, the total for the Taluk was arrived at 
by adding up as many rows of entries in each Register as there were 
Blocks in the I’aluk. Whereas the same total was easily obtained, when the 
Taluk was adopted as the unit, by a Iding up only as many lines of entries 
as there were men employed in sorting for the Register. The population 
of the Taluk divided by the dddy karguzari^ yielded the required number ; 
and this decreased inversely as the daily growing practice developed a 
higher rate of work. From this it was found that the adoption of the 
'Daluk as the uni b, involved less amount of labour, less space of time and 
less expenditure of money, than it should have done, if the Block was 
chosen as the unit of sorting. 

As a result of the experience thus gained, we saw the necessity 
for the adoption of the following 10 Working Registers alone and no 
more : — 


I. — Religion by Sex. 

II. — Literacy by Religion, Sex, and Age-periods. 

III. — Mother- Tongue. 

IV. — Birth-place. 

V. — Infirmities- 

VI. — Selected Castes by Age and Civil Condition. 

V II. — Occupation. 

VIII. — Christians by Sex and Age. 

VIII-A. — Volunteers , 

IX.— Castes. 

X.— Population by Religion aud Se.'c by Blocks. (This was 
for the preparation of the Village List). 

Corresponding to these Registers, Working Register Slips of a 
smaller size, measuring 5" xBI-”, were selectel. But, as these were nob 
ready early, the sorters themselves prepared them from paper supplied 
from the office. This initial difficulty notwithstanding, the work prog- 
rosssed lowly but steadily, Cyclostyled slips were pub into use, until the 
Ooverument Central Jail Press came to our rescue, and ensured a regu- 
lar supply of printed slips. 

The system adopted in the Telugu Office (Section II) was based 
upon the “ First Note on Sorting". There gangs of a score of men each 
sorted the slips for a small unit, such as a Block or a Village, for 
Working Regulars. Whereas the Telugu Office (Section I), and the Mah- 
rathi and the Oanarese Offices, sorted for a large unit, such as a Taluk, 
and employed batches of a dozen men each, some to deal with the A slips 
and others with the B slips. 

There was a Supervisor put in charge of each set of men ; and 
this was how the work was conducted : the Nazirs received from the 
Record-keepers the buddies of slips for all the Blocks of a Taluk an4

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satisfied themselves that the A slips of a block tallied in nuinbei’ \v 
the B slips of the same block. This done, he trail -.feri'ed all the 
slips to one Section and all the B slips to another. As a i-ule both : 
works of posliDs; and sorting for a taluk, were c i trusted to one y 
the same set of men. 

The A Slips, 

The first register for which the A slips weie sorted, w) . 1 
■Working Register No. X. This supplied the material lor the ccnstiMct 
of the Imperial Tables numbered III, [V and V, whicli coniain a lecord 
the population by Religion and Sex. Foi this register, the Village v 
adopted as the unit of SOI ting. The A slips were is .ued bv blocks, 
the order of their serial numbers ; and all the bundles of one v 'llage, in 
pective of the number ol blocks it contained, were given to one man 
sorting But, in the c^ise of large and populous towns, their bund 
were distributed among a plurality of sorters. 

The sorters were given a pigeon-hole each ; and histructed 
the use of them. The results of the sorting were entered in the Wo, 
ing Register Chits, in acco I dance with instructions issued beloiehai 
Every day, the closing of the office.wituessed the sight of the translci 
completely recorded slips to the Supervisors, who, in their turn, check 
the totals, tied the chits into a bundle, and bound them in a wrapi 
with their Working Registers. Their slips were then taken and alo 
bundled up by Religion and Sex, the sorter gumming on tx 3 the bum 
a signed and dated label. This label showed the number of sliiis 
the bundle, the taluk to which they belonged, and the Religion and S 
they represented. 

The labour involed in slip-counting was greatly simplified , 
the sorter, while sorting the slips, devoting his attention to a ]rarticu 
group also, and remarking, at the same time, the slips therein counti 
If, for instance, the slips for the Hindus outnumbered those for the otl 
religions, the sorter counted the Hindu male-slips at the same time 
he sorted the whole slips in the bundle, and entered the number 
the last slip thus enumerated in the column for the Hindu raali 
The remaining groups were then regularly counted and the numbe 
duly entered in their proper places. In a similar manner, the counti 
was done for the next largest numbered groups, simultaneously with t 
progress of the sorting of the slips in the bundle, and their numb€ 
entered in their places. Thus the enumeration was repeated un 
the counting was done for all the registers prescribed. This ov< 
the male-slips were consigned to ou*> box and the female-slips to anotJu 
letting their colour proclaim their religion. Thus, by the time t 
sorting was a fait aettompU, we had, on the one hand, one set of box 
containing all male-slips and another having female-slips ; and, on t 
otlner, a collection of the results-bearing chits, all in the course of eith 
beihg checked or summed up for a whole taluk. 



In tiiib way, li.o ]^,K. 2 >atation by ^ll!ages, of the Working Regis- 
ter No. X, ke^Jt , pace v’iith the* sorting of Jhe slips for the identical 
U(^gi^t 3 r, so that the completion of the one almost synchronised with 
t'ac coinplolion of the other. 

Just at this stage, a few cleiks were detailed upon the w’oik of 
preparing a List of Occupied Uousesin the Dominions ; and they did their 
vmrk culling what material they wanted from the Provisional Totals, 
found entered upon the covers of the schedule- books. 

The Register No. Tv did not confine itself to the record of the 
naures of Village's alone ; _it detailed; the names of Towns as well. But a 
led-iuk ihie,urawn under the name, or the entry itself made in red-ink, 
diJeteaiiated the latter from the former. This was a Register whose 
usefulness could not be exaggerated; because that alone had materials 
enough to furnish all figures rc<nurcd tor the formulation of the Imioerial 
Tables nambeiing from I to VI. 

So far the Village w^as our unit of sorting; but after that and 
iinfcil the work of both compilation and tabulation was completed, the 
Taluk supplied its place Lven here, the slips for the difterent religions 
were kept separate Irom one another ; and the slips for the one sex ■were 
noo taken in hand, until tuose f^r the other sex were sorted for the 
wiiole Taliik, and relegated to a separate box provided for the purpose. 

1 lio Working Register No. I w’as the register next taken in 
hand, i his corresponded to the Imperial Table No. VII. In the pie- 
jraration of this register, as also the remaining ones, the sorting for a 
given religion a as invariably done by the same set of men In a Section ; 
as, for instance, Soi ters No. 1 ,‘2,0, 1 and 6 sorting for the Hindus ; No. 6 ar d 
7 sorting lor the Maharamadans ; and No. 8 sorting for the Christians^ 
atjd so on, and so on. When the sorting for this register w^as over, the 
Infirmity-slips were detaelied from those arranged in groups of age- 
periods, and the chits for the Working Registers No, 1 and No. V w ritten 
up. The Working Register No. II was next taken in hand and prepared 
from the slips, as they were then found disposed. 

Here the slips for the Christians wore abstracted from those 
for other Religious, and carefully seemed in a box along wnth their 
schedules ; and when their turn came, these were sorted for the Working 
Registers No, Vlil and No VJII-— A. 

The slips for the remaining Religions were, ihen, sorted for the 
Working Register No. IX corresponding to the Imperial Table No. XIH, 
when every sorting couple was provided with three pigeon-holes. Bach 
of these holes was labelled to receive slips for a particular caste alpne. 

Here the bundles of slips -were ready for rettom to the JBeeoild* 
room. But before they ^ere actually sent back, the Worifing 



No. VI was also prepared foi only those Districts, where a particular 
caste or two were intentionally selected for special dealing. 

This done, the slips for the Christians were taken up and the 
Working Registers No VJII and No. VIII— A, as well as the Imperial 
Tables No. XVII and No. XVIII duly prepared. 

The B Slips. 

The B slips were sorted independently of the A slips Here it 
was immaterial which Working Register was first taken in band — Regis- 
ter No. Ill or Register No. IV But one precaution was necessary, 
that of having ensured beforehand the correctness of the number 
of slips sorted. This was accomplished by comparing the number 
of the B slips with that of the corresponding A slips, shown in 
any one of the A Registers then in progress Of all the Working Registers, 
that for Occupation was the most difficult of preparation — which accounts 
for taking the Working Register No. VII last in hand. As in the case of 
the A slips, so also in that of the B slips, the male-slips were kept 
isolated from the female ones 

The Working Register for Birth-places was also a source of 
some trouble, especially when nothing more than the more name of the 
village was found recorded. When such cases occurred, however, help 
was obtained from the Village Register, always kept ready for reference 
in the Record-room 

c 

The preparation of the Working Register No. VII, became all 
the more difficult when so many as .3 or 6 pigeon-holes were needed for 
a single sorting. But with a view to simplify the work as much as 
possible, the Occupation-slips were sorted and deposited in holes at the 
mouth of which labels containing the names of those Occupations were 
stuck. And those slips were disposed of without any reference to their 
indicating Actual Workers or Dependents. But this done, however, the 
slips for the former were separatetl from those of the latter, and sorted 
for “ Partial Agriculturists ” and others.” A list of Occupations was, 
then, prepared by sexes. 


CHAPi’ER IV. 

Tabulation. 

The work of Tabulation was comparatively easy of accomplish- 
ment, when the slips were sorted by larger, instead of by smaller, units. 
In the latter case, the figures for a large number of units had to be inte- 
grated, before a total for a particular column of a Table could be 
obtained— which stiU smelt a trifle of the now antiquated “tick method’ ^ 
Whereas, in the former case, the case was quite the reverse. This made 
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the task of saaimalion au easy tnatter, and rendered it impossible foi 
tlie woik of Taoulatioji te lag much behind that of Sorting. And especi- 
ally as the Woj-king Register No. IX with the A slips, and Register No* 
Vi I with the B slips, were taken last in hand, both the Soiting and the 
Tabulation work piogressed, with almost equal paces, from stait to finish. 

Having had to deal with a large number of Castes, I had to fight 
against many a difficulty in framing a Table for Castes. Were it not for 
this, my task heie should have been simplicity itself. Still I managed 
to minimise the difficulties, as much as possible, by having recourse to 
the prepaiation, in the veinacnlars, of an Alphabetical List of Castes. 
This done, it cost us no great effort to fill up an alphabetically arranged 
Table, with figures taken from chits, prepared by the sorters. And the 
totals of each and every one of the columns of this Table furnished the 
figures fer the coirespoiidhig columns for Castes in the Table for the 
wdiole Taluk 

In the framing of it, the Occupation Table also gave us a good 
deal of trouble '^I'o lender the task easy, therefore, an Alphabetical List 
was prepired in the Vernaculars, detailing the names of the various 
occupations as returned by toe Sorters. It must be mentioned here that, 
souietira'^'S, the names returned were as many as 500 ; but each name 
did not stand foi a distinct oeeuiiatiou, the same occupation being ofteii- 
tines represented by a plurality of nimos. So when^the total for the 
Taluk was ibout to be struck, care was taken to see that all the figures 
* standing for the identical occ ipation, known by difltrent names, •woie 
summed up and treated as the total for that single occupation alone. 

The several alphabetically arranged occupations were denoted 
by serial numbers ; and \\ hen a reference had to be made to any one 
occupation, that was done by i i.ferrmg to the number alone in prefer- 
ence to the occupation itself, which that number represented. And 
when the totals for all the Taluks of a District were ready for the Working 
, Register No. VII, the classification of occupations for that District was 
I all but made. The fodowing is the form of the chits prepared by the 
, Sorteis fo” the Register in question

And this facilitated easy reference. 

In the headings of the Working ilegister No. VII, the nun 
being entered in red-ink, the task was rendered much easy, of pu 
that register in the form pi’esciibed for the Imperial Table No. XV. 

The adoption of the abo\e Registers was a happy 
It not only simifiified the work involving the manipulation of i 
but also siiiDplied all the material required for the preparation o 
Imperial Tables. Yet it may not be out of place to record here, 
those registers, which were printed by thousands, involved a i 
waste of costly pa^ er. For the small chits, correspondingto those n 
ers, answered the purpose equally well, even though the former wort 
I- of the size of the latter. What served us then so well in the past, 
serve us equally well in the coining future. 

The preparation of Table XV brought the work of Tabulati 
a close; and with it, on the 3id December 1901, came also the end c 
Abstraction Branches. 

The work of Posting and Sorting, which preceded the wc 
Tabulation, was taken in hand, when many did not know the task 
wore called up>n to perform. Indeed, sometime before all learned, 
less mastered the details of the new work, it was started much ti 
surprise and the consternation of the operatives themselves. And 
the work was fairly in progress, the “ Note on Sorting” saw the 
of day. Bat what was more significant than that was the fact 
the number of those operatives was cut down, Just about the time 
they had understood their work, and, what was more, gathered exiier 
and required practice enough to discharge their lutios tolerably 
The reduction was no doubt made in the name of economy. But in > 
so, one giaruig fact was somehow ignored, that the smaller the numl 
men entertained, the greater the time necessary to complete the ^ 
And what rendered the reduction all the more regrettable, was th 
that the bees of the establishment were sacrificed at the shrine o 
drones ; The real and useful workers were given their conge, whil 
costly and ornamental do-nothings continued in office. Oompefc 
honesty and hard work, wero somehow left out in the cold, while fu< 
was any how countenanced. The checking agency also was neither s 
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ill quantity nor fine in quality. Nor were the Ruiiervibors all that con'd 
be de-s'rod, in their ability to take a comprehensn e grasp of the 
woik they had before thein. In the result, it goes without saying, tl.e 
wot k suffered, in more v ays than one. 

Now the Commissioner’s Office was shifted into a Government 
building, situated in the Saifabad Palace. 

The following vas the strength of the staffs apportioned to the 
several Abstraction Offices, for doing the work of Sorting and Tabula- 
tion : —

And the rates of work fixed, from time to time, are detailed ii 
the circulars contained in Appeuilix A. 

These rates were exceeded by men working in some of tlr 
Abstraction Offices, notably in the Oanareae Office. There many 
man earned for himself more than Rs. 20 per mensem, one mar 
especially, securing as much as Rs. 29-12-0, the highest amount earne 
by any one poster here. 

Though the minimum quantity of work, which a sortei was re 
fpiired to do, was periodicully fixed ; yet, it must be confessed, that i 
was far from being an easy task to measure the quantity of work done 
by the rates prescribed as a standard. For in the Abstraction Offices 
two different methods were ordered to be adopted for sorting the slips 
One Office was enjoined to employ the same man to sort for all Registers 
while another Office was ordered to engage a whole Section of men to sof 
for only a particular Register, A nd in the latter case, it was a no 
matter to arrive at the quantity of work turned out, in terms erf a fixe 
number of entries, prescribed for all registers. The play of iaja^aatio 


'tt’as found to be invariably necessarj', in our endeavours to calculate 
tlio quantity of work done theie. And that was a gxeat pity. The cones- 
pondonce in this connection forms a portion of Appendix A. 

The payment by ]iavgnzari lacked all the incentive to good and 
honest work. At all events, that was our experience in Hyderabad. 
What it was due to, I cannot say with confidence. Perhaps, it was due 
to some cause or causes altogether local. But in its eCect, it was banelul 
beyond a shadow of doubt. It made the men discontented ; it tended to 
put a premium on dishonesty ; and it rendered regular, honest and syste- 
matic checking almost impossible. And all these combined, if not cons- 
pired, to leave it severally alone to the sweet discretion of the individual 
Supervisor to secure accuracy of work, the best way he could. 


OUAPTEll V. 

Compi! ation. 

Oompilatbn is the process which arranges the tabulation- 
totals by Districts. And it is these totals, when properly summed up, 
yield the figures for the whole State, or, what is the same thing, ior the 
Imperial Tables. Hardly any difficulty was experienced in the prepara- 
tion of these Tables, except those Cor Caste and Occupation. If the 
Caste Table was difficult of construction, that for Occupation was only a 
trifle less difficult. For in the latter case, the Census Commissioner for 
India had simplified the matter to a degree, by issuing, for our use and 
guidance, a carefully Classified List of Occupations ; w hereus, in the 
former case, the preparation of a corresponding List, was left to the . 
Census Superintendents themselves. 

These Imperial Tables, 19 wintis 3 in number, were prepared 
in an order which ran in lines just parallel to the one, in which it 
was found convenient to tabulate the results from the produce of the 
work done by Sorters.

The total cost of the Census Operations amounted to H. S. Bs. 
2,80,818. This amount, where a population of only 10,974,766 persons 
was dealt with, works out to an average cost, per thousand of the popu- 
lation, of H. S. Bs. 25-9-5 or 23-13- 9 Rupees British Indian currency, at 
the present rate of exchange. And this represents the* highest expendi- 
ture incurred for Census, last time, in any Indian State or Province.

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The fact must be mentioned here that the conditions that ruled 
in Hyderabad were far from being dissimilar to those that ruled in other 
States or Provinces. Of the men, on whom the brunt of our work fell, 
about 80 per cent, received wages ranging from 12 to 15 rupees each ; 
and some 15 per centum got emoluments, which ranged between Rs. 15 
and 20 each, per mensem. Nor was this all. The work of Enumeration 
cost us little or nothing, except for the City and the Ohadarghaut 
M uncipalities and a few Taluks in the IMofussil, where paid Enumerators 
were employed. And this notwithstanding, the cost swelled up to 
only a few thousands short of 3 lakhs of Rupees. How are we to 
account for such a large expenditure ? 

In the pie-Census pei icd, a small Office Establishment, with men 
knowing both English and Urdu, should have answered our purpose 
remarkably well. But, strange to say, the Commissioner’s Office was 
ushered into existence, equipped with its Urdu and English Sides and 
manned with more men than the work in the Office justified. And the 
salaries, which these men got, too, were abnormally high, view ic from the 
standpoint of the work they did or had to do, or the qualifications they 
possessed. This was reason number one why the cost of the Census 
rose so high. 

The Census Office required some 25 lakhs of Schedules, to say 
nothing of a large number of forms, circulars, and other papers printed 
in all the principal Vernaculars of the Country. And these wei*e obtained 
from Messrs. P.r L. Ramayya, Chikoti Veeranna & Co., at the rate of 
H. S. Rs. 6-8-0 per 1000 Schedules in preference to getting them either 
from the Government Central Jail Press, or from Messrs. A. Venoogopaul 
Pillai & Sons, whose rates were very much cheaper. This was 
reason number two why the cost of the Census rose so high. 

In the post-Census period, when there \\ as not much correspond- 
ence to be carried on with the District Officers, the two-sided 
Commissioner's Office was continued to be maintained. Moreover, the 
Supervising Stall was much too large in number. But this was not 
all. The Eanooncha Mubarak^ too, did not prevent us from having a 
Muntazim on Rs. 150 per mensem at the same time as a Serishtedar on 
Rs. 100, and a Manager on Rs. 200 a month simultaneously with a Head- 
clerk on Rs. 100. Besides, there were as many as three Assistant Oommis- 
sioners, whose total salaries came up to Hs. 900, if not Rs 950, headed by 
a Oommissioner drawing a monthly salary of Rs. 1,600. This was reasen 
mmher i^ree why the cost of the Census rose so high. 

Messrs. P. L. Ramayya, Chikoti Veerannah & Co’s Bill of Decem- 
ber 1900, which was fully approved and finally passed for payment by the 
Census Commissioner, but which was subsequently found by the Assistant 
Minisi^ of Finance to “ contain several charges, which were either 
exeessite or even iUegJlImate, ” did not exhaust the list of Bills containing 
cliarges, which might have been well curtailed, had some supervision 
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and any audit, worth the name, been provided for. Thk was reason mim~ 
her four why the cost of the Census rose so high. 

In the Report-writing period, the Commissioner’s Office might 
have been numerically much smaller than what it was. This was reason 
number five why the cost of the Census rose so high. 

All the causes above specified, and more too, of which some idea 
may be had from a perusal of the pages of the previous Chapters of this 
Report, greatly contributad towards the enhancement of the cost of the 
Census, a ud that was a pity — the more so. seeing that a part, at 
least, if not the whole, of the enhanced cost, was as much avoidable on 
the one hand, as it was reventible on the other. While emphasising a 
fact of this nature, however, one ought not to lose sight of another fact 
of some importance. We all enter the Service of our beloved Sovereign 
with a really praiseworthy determination to be ever true to the salt we 
eat ; but w’ith the touch of His Highness’s Hali Sicca, the pious resolutions 
of some of us, at all events, seem, for one reason or another, to vanish 
into thin air. 

I have shown so far how Hyderabad stands wdth reference to 
cost, when compared with that incurred by other States and Provin- 
ces. Let me now show how we stand in respect to it, when compared 
with that incurred by us in connection with the Census of 1891, 

If the cost of the 1901 Census amounted to Rs. 2,80,818 that 
of the 1891 Census was Bs. 3,91,815. This fall in expenditure is quite in 
keeping with the reduction in cost, discernible in other States and 
Provinces. Here, as elsewhere, the great drop in the amount of money 
spent was due to the introduction of the slip-system of Abstraction 
in lieu of the old tick-system. 

The subjoined Statement will exhibit the cost per thousand 
of the population, incurred, in connection with the Censuses of 1901 and 
1891, in the following States and Provinces: —

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The sum of Rs. 2,80,818 expended on the Census of 1901, does 
not include the amounts of money spent, on the work of Enumeration, by 
the Paigah Noblemen, the Jageerdars, the Samsthaniles, to say nothing 
of the Berar, the Railway, the Coal Field, and the Gold Mining Authorities 
in their respective jurisdictions. And if the amounts thus expended, 
of which we have as yet no definite idea, are also taken into account, 
the expenditure, incurred, on account of the last Census, will exceed Rs. 
2,80,818, and with it, the incidence per thousand of the jpopulation, too, 
will show an increase on Rs. 23-13-10. As it is, however, the expen- 
diture, detailed under the three Main- heads, A. — Enumeration, B. — 
Abstraction and Compilation, and C. — Superintendence, stands as fol- 
lows ; —

The foregoing Statement proclaims the fact, that the cost of the 
Census of 1901 fell short of the cost of the Census of 1891, by Rs. 
1,10,997 . Indeed, there is not a Main-head here, but indicates a decline 
in expenditure. But, if there is one point in it more than another, « hich 
exacts more attention than ordinary, it is this : the work of Abstraction 
by moans of slips was characterised by a prodigious drop of Rs. 97,826. * 
And this amount, be it noted, nearly covers the big fall in the total 
cost of the Census itself. It may not be inappropriate to observe here | 
that the cost of “ Abstraction and Compilation, exceeds the cost of 
“ Superintendence ” by only Rs. 10,893. 

Having thus disposed of the Main-heads of expenditure, I shall 
now say a word or two, by way of instituting a hurried comparison 
between the expenditure incurred in connectioa with the Census of 1901 
and 18^1, uader the several Minor-heads, which go to make up the 
Major ones.

The above Statement announces the fact, that at the 1901 
Census, the expenditui’e on Enumeration amounted to Rs. 922 less than 
what it did, at the 1891 Census. And that was so, it must be remember- 
ed, only when no reckoning was made of the monies expended in the 
Paiga lands, the Jageers, the Samsthans, let alone the sums spent 
in the Cantonment of Secunderabad, the Residency Bazaars, the 
Hyderabad Contingent Stations, the Railway Stations, the Coal Fields, 
the Gold Mines, the Railways, &c. The decrease in expenditure might 
have been much more than Rs 922. But unlike the good folk of Secunder- 
abad and the Residency Bazaars, the literate portion o^the inhabitants of 
the Municipalities of Chadarghaut and Hyderabad, did not readily come 
forward, to give us their services gratis. What that was due to, I 
am not in a position to say. But I am positive that it was not due to 
any radical difference in the nature of the peoples, that inhabited the 
localities in question. Had, however, the citizens of the fourth great 
City in the Empire of India, been induced to sympathise with us practi- 
cally, and co-operate with us in this work of truly imperial importance, 
the Municipal and District charges would have gone down considerably 
more tlian Rs. 922. 

At the last Census, -the charges for paper and printing 
alone amounted to Rs. 4,345 more than what they did at the Census before 
last. And that was so, it must not be forgotten, in spite of the fact that 
the Superintendent of the Goveimment Central Jail Press, did for t’le 
Census Office some printing wdrk of the value of Rs. 994. Were it not for 
this, the expenditure on this head would have been more by Rs. 5,339 
instead of by 4,345. In this connection, I fed constrained to record a 
confession, which, among other things, will redound to the credit of the 
Superintendent of the Government Central Jail Press : whatever work 
Mr, Gordon did for us, he did it well and in time ; and if he had only been 
^ven all the printing work, be was so very anxious to get from us, lie 
would have done it, with credit to hiitnself and profit to the Oover^maent. 
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But, under one plea or another, which will not stand the test of exa- 
mination now, he was kept out of the work. And the result was that 
the Government were rendered the poorer by the amount of money, by 
which Messrs. P. L. Ramayya, Ohikoti Veerannah & Oo. became the 
richer.

This Statement reveals tho fact that, compared with the cost of 
our Second Census, the Third exhibits a fall in expenditure of Bs. 97,826. 
Tliis is in respect of the maintenance of tho Abstraction Offices. The 
replacement of the tick-system of abstraction of the 18J1 Census, by the 
improved system of abstraction by slips, was solely responsible for this 
decrease in cost. Towards this decrease, “ Abstraction and Compila- 
tion” contributed Rs. 87,110, paper and printing, Bs. 8,339, and , 
the ” freight ” on paper, Rs. 2,377. But in the second mentioned amount is j 
included a sum of lis. 5,681-11-6, being the value of work done for us 
by the Government Central Jail Press. These contributions might have 
been larger, if the Census Commissioner had only ordered out the re- > 
quired^ quantity of paper, direct from the Manager of the Bally Paper | 
Mills Co. of Calcutta. But some how or other, this work came to be i 
delegated to Messrs. P. L Bamayya, Cbifcoti Veerannah & Co. And 
these gentlemen, after receiving from tho Government a sum of six 
thousand tupees by way of advance, played the pranks, which resulted 
in the rinaneial Secretary’s taking away from Messrs. P* L. Bamayya, . 
Chikoti Veer«imah & Oo. some 8,000, Rupees which the Oeasus CommS^s- . 

siower was anxious to give them for tab feeod reasen. The abofe j

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contributions might have been larger still, if men more in number and 
better in qualifications had been chosen from among the host of qualified 
place-hunters, for the work of Posting and Sorting. It would have 
shortened the tenure of the Abstraction Offices, and thus curtailed the 
cost of Superintendence, to no small extent.

The above Statement discloses the fact that, at the last Census, 
the cost of Superintendence amounted to Rs. 12,oG3 less than what 
it did, at the Oensus before last. But says Mr Francis in his 
Report on the Oensus operations in the Presidency of Madras, 
“ Owing to the slip-system, it was the cheapest and quickest Oensus of 
which 1 Jiave been able to find any record. In 1891 the preparation of 
the Tables in this Presidency took fourteen months longer and the whole 
cost of the operations was Rs. 4,72,022, or Rs. 13-4-0 per thousand of the 
population, and this although in that year the salaries of Government 
officers deputed to Oensus work were debited to the departments to 
which they belonged, whereas this year they were charged to the 
Oensus accounts, a course which involved an addition of Rs. 28,73S 
to the Expenditure in these latter.” And after this declaration from 
one, whom we once looked up to as our friend, guide and philosopher, 
the wonder is not that the cost here fell by Rs, 12,363, but that the fall 
was not very much greater. And it would have been so, if the “Personal 
Oharges”of Superintendence had nob been permitted fco run so high, 
and the expenditure on the “ Establishment and Office Oharges ” had 
been kept dow^u, with a firm band. 
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Under the head of “ Personal Charges,” there was a small fall in 
e xpenditure of 5,805 Rupees. And this was so, in spite of the fact, that 
whereas it took four years and odd to spend Rs. 90,176 over the opera- 
tions of the 1891 Census, it took, atricthj speaking, only three years to 
expend lls. 84,871, over the operations of the Census of 1901. This fall 
of Rs. 5,305 would have been greater, if the services of only /assis- 
tant Commissioners instead of three had been entertained, there 

would have been small need for the employment of more Assistants than 
one, had the Commissioner himself exercised an oversight over any one of 
the ah’eady over- supervised Abstraction Offices. And well might he have 
done it, with good name to liimseK and profit to the Government, seeing 
■' hat he had not the Report to write, nor the work of correspondanee to 
i.£tend to either. Moreover, if the Abstraction Offices hatl been made 
sufficiently stronger in number, we would have finished the work sooner, 
and with it, the cost of Superintendence, too, would have come down, 
pretty low. 

The “ Establishment and Office Charges ” were responsible for a 
decline in expenditure of Rs. 7,258. But, it will be seen from a perusal 
of the previous chapters of this Report, that what with a smaller, less 
salaried and more qualified “ Establishment ” and with a reasonably 
smaller drain upon our resources, on account of ” Office Charges,” this 
drop in cost might have been greater still.

Complaints ha\ing been received from some of the Abstraction 
Branches regarding the non-snpply by the Store Department of the 
Green, Pink, Blue and White slips, the storekeeper was called upon to 
explain why the requisitions have not been complied with.

The work Abstracts prescribed in the Instructions were suh- 
mitted by the Assistant Mr. Yeera Raghavalu Naidu for the 4th and .‘>t!\ 
Kurdad. These should be incorporated iu o.ic form for the whole Branch 
so that they may be posted up from day to day instead of keeping them 
for separate Sections. The present arrangement does not shew what 
the average under slip-posting is for the wdiole Branch, two averages 
being struck, one for Sections 1 to 5, and the other for Sections 6 to b.

Another striking feature in the work Absoract for the 5th 
Kurdad is that the average under slip-posting in Sections 1-5 has fallen 
from 793 to 739, a difference of 54. This is a very unsatisfactory result 
which the undersigned has reason to attribute to the reduction in the 
minimum which was hesitatingly sanctioned the other day as an experi- 
mental measure. If this is so, the new rates should be cancelled and 
the old ones revived. 

The outturn of work up to 4th Kurdad may also be made ii]) 
and indicated in the return, so that the progress raa\le up to date may 
be available. The other two Assistants are also requested to forward 
their daily work Abstracts for the information of the undersigned. TJu* 
work up to date preceding the one for which the Abstract is sent may 
also be shewn in one line above the day’s work so that the total up to 
date may be made up.

The fine proposed seems 
to be inadequate considering the gravity of tiie offence. 


2. As regards the posters, they should be dutinctly warned 
that any one who is detected of deliberately destroying any si^jas will be 
dismissed on the spot and his salary attached. 


3. As regards the checkers, the aspect is entirely different. 
In the first place, there was no necessity for such a large quantity of slips 
being indented for, for the chocking Department. "Who is responsible 
for this and why was this done? Secondly why did the Suporintemdent 
issue the slips indiscriminately to the checkers ? Who is the Superinten- 
dent ? To which of the checkers, in whiclj section were tl ey issued V 
This information can be easily gathered if the Blip Registers have been 
maintained. It is impossible to exaggerate the iniporiance of these slip 
correctly Registers which it is approhouded are'jndiffcreutly maintained. 

The undersigned has reason to think that the whole affair sug- 
gests collusion between the posters and checkers. Nothing siuuld be 

spared to nip such attempts in the bud.

Now that the Abstractioa work has been in progress for the last 
3 weeks, sufficient experience has been gained to regulate the proper 
working of the Branches. The ])oint that demands early attention is the 
daily minimum rate of work of the posters and Checkers. In the instruc- 
tions first issued, it was decided that the rate of work for posters should 
be fixed at 700 slips per day, both in respect of the A and B slips during 
the first 15 days and that thereafter it should be increased to 800 slips 
Subsequently this was on the strong recommendation of ]\lr. Asadulla, 
reduced as a tentative measure to 55'> and 650 slips per diem for the first 
fortnight and thereafter respectively, except in the Urdu DeiDartmenL for 
which the daily minimums were fixed at 450 and 500 for the first 2 weeks 
and thereafter. 

2. A careful analysis of the work turned out in the several 
Branches during the last 3 weeks shows that it will not be too ranch if 
the daily minimum number of dips which a Poster should copy on tli*^ 
A slip is fixed at 1000 (one thousand), and the undersigned accordingly 
fixes the same at slips for the present. The case is diiforent in res- 
pect of the B slip in which there are more entries to be copied than in A 

Experience shows that the minimum for the B slip should be 
only 00 per cent of that for the A. slip and the undersigne I accordingly 
fixes it at 800 slips per diem. 

8. A spreial concession has already been shewn for obvious 
i easons to the Urdu Department and extending the same to the rates now 
fixed, the minimum rates for the Urdu Department for the A and B slips 
are fixed at 750 and 650 slips. 

4. The aforesaid change in the minimum rates of work in respect 
of the A and B slips obviously necessitates the re-adjustment of the 
Bections, with a view to maintain the simultaneous progre'=!s of work in 
both sections. Under existing arrangement each section is to consist 
Of 15 men, but in future, each B slip-posung section should consist of 17 
instead of 1 j men to keep abreast of the progress in the A slip section. 

5. Similar remarks apply to the work of checkers as well. It 
was originally estimated that a pair of checkers can conveniently check 
the work of 5 posters and at this rate a pair of checkers could check at 
least 4,500 if not .5,000 slips. But it was subsequently arranged that only 
50 per cent of the entries in the books should be checked and this was 
again reduced to 20 per cent in Circular No. 7 dated 11th April 1901 add- 
ing that the colours and shapes of all slips should be invariably checked 
with the schedules, not that the slips alone be checked for sox and 
number. Experience gained here and elsewhere shows that under tliis 
system, a pair of checkers can check not less than 8000 slips per diem 
and the same is fixed as the daily minimum rate of work. If colours and 


t 
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shapes alone should be checked, a pair of checkers can check 10,000 
slips. Dividing the work of cheeking into two divisions — checking 
in entirety and checking only colours and shapes - and allotting 2 hours 
for the former at the rate of 5,000 per diem and 5 hours for the 
latter at 10,000 per diem a couple can check nearly (1,500 + 7,150) or 
8,650 o«* say 9,000 in round numbers.

should next be instituted as to whether among the rest (who have 
returned themselves as Mulkies) there is any person who is neither a 
subject, nor a domicile and who has not disclosed the true facts. All 
cases in which there are any suspicious should be carefully enquired 
into. 


3. The Assistants are requested to prepare and forward two 
separate lists-one shewing the names of j'ersons whose services it is 
proposed to dispense with, as they cannot satisfy any of the above — 
noted conditions, and the other detailing the names of those who have 
already been described as Ghair Mulkies, but who now claim to be domi- 
ciles.

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CIRCULAR No. 88. 

In my previous Notes on Sorting and Tabulation, I have already 
explained what "Working Re^sters are to be used, how the Sorting and 
Tabulation are to be conducted and what should be the average rates of 
work per diem per man per Working Register or for-all Working Registers. 
Experience has shewn that it is desirable to maintain a separate Re- 
gister for Castes (Imperial Table XIII) and one has therefore been added 
to our Working Registers (W. R. IX). In Working Register II (Table 
VIII) an additional column has been opened to shew literacy In English 
with that in any of the Vernaculars as the information is important. 

2. Two courses are suggested by experience as the simplest 
and most convenient form of Tabulation. 

(a) One is that the preparation of all the Working Registers 
for one block (to be compiled from the Sorting of both 
A & B) should be entrusted to one man. Experience 
has shewn that in this arrangement one clever man 
can sort and tabulate at the rate of 75 entries per hour 
or 525 per diem without any previous experience. In 
my previous note I stated that on an average, one man 
can complete SCO entries per diem for all Working Re* 
glsters, but it has since been found out that there have 
been unnecessary sortings in that experiment and that 
keeping only the mirdmum number of*sortings required 
one man can do over 500 entries. The average 
daily rate for an average man can safely be fixed at 400 
or 420 entries for all Working Registers. 

(b) The other arrangement suggested is to have the A & B 
slips sorted and tabulated by different men. 3 men 
working or sorting the A slips by Religion, Sex, Ages, 
Civil Condition, Education and Infirmities, and posting 
Working Registers I, II, V, VI, VIII. Another one 
man to sort by Castes and compile Working Register IX. 
thus having 4 men on A slips. The B slips to be sorted 
by 2 men, one of them to sort by birth-place and parent- 
tongUe and compile Working Registers III & IV and the 
other to be employed solely on occupation. The rates 
of work per man per diem for each Working Register 
have already been prescribed, and calculated at this 
rate nearly 500 entries will be completed for all Work- 
ing Registers by one man in one day. 

3. The next point for consideration is the strength of the Staff 
lhat should be employed on Sorting and Tabulation and the time within 
wtiich the work should be comi)leted, It has already been decided that 
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the strength should not exceed 360 men and taking the average rate of 
work per man per diem at the minimum of 400 entries, the entire "work 
wiE he completed in 84 working da 5 's or nearly 3^ months (that is taking 
the population roughly at 12JmiEions). Commencing the work on the 
15th Amardad, it will be brought to a close at the latest by the end of 
the current year. 

4. As regards the nature of the Check and Supervision to be 
exercised on their work, I think it unnecessary to employ Checkers and 
that a Supervisor can exercise an efficient checking of the work by keep- 
ing in his charge not more than 12 men. All the checking that is re- 
quired ig the comparison of the details of the various Working Registers 
compiled. Thus on the whole 30 Supervisors wiU be required.

2. I agree with Mr. Veera Raghavaloo Naidu in considering 
that Checkers aro unnecessary for purposes of checking the work of Sort- 
ing, The work of checking the figures in the various working slips and 
Registers can conveniently be done by the Supervisors and it is with this 
'iiewthat the charge of a Supervisor is reduced. Mo provision will 
accordingly be made in the Budget for checkers on Rs. 20 each. Provi- 
sion will however be made for the maximum complement of men esti- 
mated for by the Assistants at the rates given in para 1 (u) sjjpm, 
all being paid at the outset at Rs 15 each per mensem. 

.S. Mr. Asadullah, however, suggests that the eheekors can also 
be employed as Tabulators for compiling, tabulating and posting on. blio 
Working Registers, the results of sorting posted on tho slips. There is 
no doubt that a separate Establishment (composed of bettej class of 
men) is necessary for Compilation and Tabulation. This work howovci 
cannot be taken in hand until some progress is made in sorting, and 1 
t hink that a Stafi! of 25 men each drawing Rs, 20 a month will suffice. 
Provision will accordingly be made in the Budget for this Bstahlishmont. 
When appointments are made to this grade, efficient checkers or sorters 
should be employed.

In my previous Notes on Sorting and Tabulation as well as iu 
Circular No. E8 dated the 20th ultimo, clear instructions have been issued 
regarding the average rate of work per man for each Working Register 
Since then the modus operandi of the "work having been changed, it 
now' becomes necessary to issue revised insti notions regarding the 
minimum work which each Sorter is oxirected to do per diem. 

2. In fixing these lates, two processes have to lie consi- 
dered : — One in which both the A and B slips arc sorted by the same 
sorter in the same gang, and the other in which the A slips are soi ted 
by a gang different from the one v hich sorts the B slips.

(1) I see the, Commissioner, in spite of many a protest on tlu> 
part of poor me, has been plcsed to continue to have two Heetions in 
the Telugu Bi'anch. I protested because of the avoidable waste of pub- 
lic money this unnecessary and unreasonable arrangement involved. 
Tf the Commissioner chooses to perpetuate this mistake, on the assump- 
tion that he, and he alone, is solely and individually respijusiblo to fciie 
Government for the expenditure of money, placed in our hands for the 
use of this office, I won’t quarrel with him. But 1 would, in the interest 
of Government, earnestly request him to refer the matter to the Govern- 
ment for their information, if not decision. And my humble request, 
I am sure, the Commissioner will be pleased to admit, is reasonable, 
because it is the Government’s money that we spend, and it is but what 
is due to that Government that they should know betimes how their money 
is spent, especially in a case where opinions differ as to the justness or 
the expediency of the step taken by their employes. After the plurality 
of protests I Itave made on this and other kindred subjects, I should 
believe that the Commissioner has already referred the matter to Gov- 
ernment for their disposal. Should, however, he have not done so, 
I request him once again to take tho Government iuto his confidence and 
breathe the secret— for I am inclined to believe that this affair is still a 
secret so far as the Government are concerned— into their confiding ears. 
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(2) In the light of the experience I have gained since I wrote 
asi on the subject, I am inclined to think that the Government will 
be benefited to a certain extent, in case we increased the number of 
sorters herein detailed. 

(3) Tosupeivise the work of 110 Sorters, or 122 Sorters and 
Tabulators, the Second Section of the 1 elugu Branch is given 12 Super- 
\isors ; whereas to oversee the work of 70 Sorters, or 78 Sorters and 
Tabulators, tlie Fiist Scciion of the same Telugu Branch is given only 7 
Supervisors. I incite the immediate attention of the Commissioner to 
this fact. 

(4) 'Ihe step adoiited by Mr. Assadulla in rega 'd to the reduc- 
tion of a Nazir, is a stop taken in the right direction. And as the 
Nazirs have no more to do that amount of work which they had to do in 
connection with the work of Abst"action, I think that thero need be no 
more than tivo Nazirs attached to the whole of the Telugu Bianch. 

(j) The number of Sorters given to the Oanarese Branch fails 
short of the proportion of men given to other Branches. Ergo, the Oami- 
leso work we will not be able to finish simultaneously with the work of 
other Branches.

The Commissioner recommends herein the adoption of one of 
the two processes that may be employed for S. and T. I really can’t 
understand the reason which prompted him to give* us the option of 
adopting one of these two processes.

Even the enumeration by Sects and sub-Castes was left to -^he option <4 
the local Government The Census Commissioner’s Note on Imijcrial 
Table XIV dated the 14th February 1901. which lay.s down the lines 
for the selection of Castes is sufficiently clear and unambiguous as h(‘ 
throughout that note distinguishes Main Castes from sub-Castes The 
list of selected Castes already circulated was prepared on the lines 
laid down by Mr. Risloy and such &1 edifications as any of the Assistants 
suggests can now be made therein. 

2. In the case of Mahomedans only two out of four have been 
seclected, namely. Sheik and Syed. As for Hindus, the undersigned is 
of opinion that only five. Brahmins, Maharathas, Kunbis, (including Gone 
Eapus) Komtis and Vanis should be selected, and the sub-Oastes which 
should be tabulated and the Districts in which they should be tabulated 
are detailed in the appended list.

follow the instruction given by the Commissioner for India. I’he Gov- 
ernment of India’s instructions were echoed by the Government of 
Highness the Nizam on the score of Economy of time and money. That 
both the Governments wex*o right in wbat they ordered us to do, is 
evidenced by the fact that the precipitancy vith which we took tine 
block as our unit of 8. cost us some money, ./hich the Government won’t 
thank us for spending. This cii-cular tolls us plainly that some branches 
have adopted the Taluq as the unit of 8. and others the block as the 
unit, for it goes without saying that, according to tue system imposed on 
us by the Go\t < nment, it is out of the question to expect one mr' to get 
the c»*edit for a given number ol entries for aU legisievs, unless and until 
a who! Taluq is sorted. And even then, we will find, that no one ami 
the same individual will have actually sorted ’joth the A and the B sb'ps 
for a number of given entiies. 

Under these circumstanc-'s, I request the Commi-'Sioner to change 
his mind and give an unqualified effect to the Oiders of the Government, 
passed after due deliberation and in spite of our special pleading in 
behalf f our pet unit, the block. , 

As for the flarguzari by slips, it is just as 1 proposed that it 
should be, and I am »ure that no one will quarrel with it.
